Time Tells 


the Story 


Ir started two thousand years ago when 
our World traveled with the Sun on a 
new twenty-six thousand-year trek on the 
two and a half million circuit of the 7th 
track, a hundred and fifty thousand years 
short of the second lap, with four more to 
go—the 4th, 5th, and 6th tracks inter- 
vening. My incentive has been to discover 
in what kind of a bender Mother Earth 
was rioting to bring mankind to such a 
plight as today’s conditions proclaim. 

There was no difficulty in dismissing 
as effects, not causes, Communism and 
Stalin, omens of a third world war, the 
chaos of the Orient, economic and moral 
collapse, President Truman and the des- 
tinv of the Americas. All the antics of 
20th century humanity seem the culmina- 
tion of emotional and physical anarchies, 
buried in the race mind, nourished by 
suicidal maladjustment. Universal life is 
wallowing in the phenomena of terréstrial 
Space, devoid of the vision and motive 
power resident in the dynamical proper- 
ties of Time. ' 

While all seven motions of the Earth 
are involved in that phenomena, their 
parent cycle is the 5th—the binary prod- 
ucts of which are termed “the mutual 
displacement of Time and Space.” Time 
accumulates westwardly to the setting 
Sun; Space to the East with the rising 
Sun. The common clock, held facing 
south, pictures the scheme in action. The 
lurking paradox is disposed of by the 
fact that it is the rising, not the setting 
Sun, that lures mankind ever westward. 

In its ultimate dimensions, the 5th mo- 
tion of the Earth, known as “the preces- 
sion of the equinoxes,” consists of trailing 
the Sun, along with the rest of its family 
of planets, around the zodiac in the for- 
mula period of 25,920 years. At A.D. 0a 
new cycle began. Since then the equinoc- 
tial cross has moved twenty-seven degree- 
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days westward, causing the equinoxes to 
be equivalently late at the point of begin- 
ning. The arresting significance of this 
accrued precession is that each of those 
days moved the focus of world evolution 
sixty-nine west in longitudinal and seven 
miles south in latitudinal space from the 
equinox that began the Christian Era. 

The Sun and Earth then entered the 
constellations of Pisces and Virgo respec- 
tively, forming the vernal equinox of 
March 21st A.D. 1. On September 23rd 
the positions were reversed, the Earth 
in Pisces and the Sun in Virgo forming 
the autumnal. Although for many cen- 
turies the Vernal was used as the begin- 
ning of the astronomical and seasonal 
years—familiar even today as “the first 
point of Aries”—the identification was 
exact only for a moment, AD-BC Zero 
when the Sun-Earth crossed the equator 
in modern longitude 11° west of Green- 
wich, latitude 10° 20’ north. The former 
is a dimension of the 5th; the latter, one 
of the 4th motion. 

One point should now be unmistakably 
clear: “Time is of the essence.” The 
supreme need in human thought today ts 
the consciousness of Time in cosmic di- 
mensions. When cosmic Time is missing 
there is no measure of progress. For the 
activities of a society are identified by 
various intervals. For instance, the peace- 
makers of the recent war seemingly lack 
the foresight to accomplish their duties 
beyond the horizon defined by expecta- 
tions of the next war. The margin of 
error lies in the available knowledge of 
periodicities. The cycle of the 5th motion 
augurs the final World War to be over 
sixty years away, when armaments of to- 
day will be largely obsolete. Absolute 
Time has no significance. 

One incorruptible record of life on this 
planet was written in the architecture of

4 American Astrology 











Cheops, “The Great Corner Stone,” 
standing on the very top of the world. 
While its ultimate treasures in knowledge 
will not be revealed until the removal 
of the plug in the ascending passsage 
makes entrance possible, certain angles 
and measurements reveal its primary pur- 
pose. All the habits of mankind confirm 
this purpose to be the orsentation of the 
focus of this Planet's evolution in Time 
and Space. The Egyptian architects knew 
where they were in Time and Space and 
how they got there. They also must have 
reckoned that civilization would be lost 
with the ending of their precessional cycle 
at A.D. 0. This resumé is impregnably 
fortified by the secular and sacred his- 
tories of that Era. 

And through the degradation of knowl- 
edge in which the cycle closed—epitom- 
ized in the concept of the-world as a plane 
surface—it very likely still would be lost 
had not Herodotus fraternized with the 
Egyptian priests. The error that concealed 
the truth from Herodotus or his transla- 
tor was in the time span that measured 
a generation: The priests did not know 
it themselves, or evaded giving Herodotus 
the unit of Egyptian chronology. That the 
unit is thirty-six years proves up quite 
simply: 340 generations before Sethon 
amounts to 12,240 years. Sethon ascended 
the throne 719 B.C. according to Rollin’s 
chronological tables. From that date to 
A.D. 0 is 20 more generations, completing 
the perfect number 360. The twenty addi- 
tional added 720 years to 12,240 gives 
12,960 years. This is the formula period 
of the revolution of the poles, the 4th 
motion, and half the formula period of 
the 5th. In astronomy the former is 
recorded as “precession in declination of 
the stars ;” the latter is the more familiar 
cycle of the equinoxes. 

Egyptologists and astronomers have 
developed a number of significant figures 
that border the coincidental so closely as 
to justify universal adoption of the For- 
mula Chain. 

John Herschel’s equinoctial cycle of 
25,868 years is just fifty-two years short. 
Brunnow aligned a Draconis with the 
descending passage of the Great Pyramid 
as of 3434 B.C., for which the chrono- 
logical date is 3240. Muir and Stockwell 
agreed on the obliquity of the ecliptic, 
23°57’50”, at 2170 B.C., varying just ten 
years from formula of 60 generations to 
A.D. 0. Brunnow and Smyth are in exact 








agreement on the angle of the descendi 
passage of Cheops, viz, 26°18’10”. 

This oriented the period of Egypt from 
4320 to 2160 B.C., measuring the Time of 
the precession of the Vernal Equinox 
through the celestial arc of the constel- 
lation of Taurus, and in the geographic 
Space of modern longitudes 16°54’ to 
46°48’ east. Her culmination and apotheo- 
sis are appropriate to the mid-period of 
3240 B.C. in longitude 31°15’ east. Then 
the equinoctial Sun would have served as 
the missing capstone of Cheops at Noon, 
the star Aldebaran at midnight—viewed 
from the proper entrance point in the 
north face. The Equator then cut its 
present latitude. 

It is further appropriate to attribute 
the magnificence of Tutankhamen’s reign 
to this period. Having completed the 
Great Work, all else seemed futile~ 
“vanity and vexation of the spirit.” Sym- 
bolic of that, he had all the treasures of 
his reign entombed with his body—re- 
cently disinterred. 

The over-all check of the accuracy 
of formula figures is in the generally 
accepted postulate that the angle of the 
descending passage recorded the obliquity 
of the ecliptic when Cheops was built. If 
“built” means completion, then it was 
finished at 16,200 B.C. It is much more 
convincing to regard that date as what we 
would call its “cornerstone laying” upon 
completion of its lowest level, “The Pit.” 
Then adding 1932 A.D. (the epoch year 
of this work), our statistical terminals— 
as distinguished from the formula—meas- 
ure 18,132 years. This exceeds the for- 
mula figure of 17,780 by 352 years. The 
difference is chargeable to the proper mo- 
tion of the Pole Stars, Draconis and 
Polaris, during that period. It is a cor- 
rective of the 7th motion, “diminution 
in the obliquity of the ecliptic,” but is 
excluded from the formula figure of 4° 
per 5th cycle to avoid the bother of the 
fractions. 

Quarterly in the precessional cycle, i.e., 
at intervals of 6480 years, the equinoctial 
Sun forms violent angles to the star 
cluster of the Pleiades: i.e., the conjunc- 
tion, the square of ninety degrees, the 
opposition, and the return square. Orient- 
ed earthwise, this pattern defines the four 
quarters of the world and accounts for the 
evidences of seismic disturbances, cata- 
clysms, meteorological violence, plagues, 


and the periodical mass destruction of life. _ 
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Their. magnitudes are quite as far be- 
ond our comprehension as we are from 
understanding the culture, grandeur, and 
power of the mighty races whose ruins 
belt the Earth. 

In the middle of the western decan of 
the thirty degree arc of Taurus, and in 
geographic longitudes 16°54’ to 26°34’, 
are the Pleiades. The period of the effects 
of this conjunction was, according to 
formula, 2880 to 2160 B.C., its date 2520 
B.C. when the conjunction was exact and 
The Flood of Noah, or whatever the 
cataclysm, was at its maximum. 

Each quadrant belting the heavens is 
composed of three segments. Each of 
these imbue mankind with characteristic 
cultural drives which, for convenience, are 
termed “Theocratic Ages.” Egypt’s is 
that of Taurus, The Bull. The first seg- 
ment of her quadrant in precessional, i.e., 
reverse order, is Gemini, The Twins. 
This celestial family overspreads terres- 
trial longitudes 47°51’ to 79°00’ east, 
centering in the longitude Kushka and 
Farar in Afghanistan. Its eastern border 
so divides India as to incorporate two- 
thirds of her. The western line cuts Saudi 
Arabia near the mouth of the Euphrates. 

The western segment of the quadrant 
is overspread by the constellation of 
Aries, The Ram. Its period of supremacy 
was 2160 B.C. to B.C. 0. Its spacial do- 
main is longitudes 16°54’ east to 11°00’ 
west. Its center line is the longitude of 
Algiers ; the period of its apotheosis, 1080 
B.C., longitude 13:57 east. Its theocratic 
focus seems best described as the Ex- 
haltation of the Ego engendered by the 
consciousness of being the end of a pre- 
cessional cycle, the exhaustion of human 
government, and the birth of a new race. 
The period was the inspiration of much 
of the literature of its closing centuries— 
notably Virgil and Plato. The former was 
most explicit in his Fourth Eclogue: 


“Come is the last of the Ages, in 
song Cumaean foretold ; 

Now is the world’s grand cycle be- 
gun once more from of old. 

Justice, the Virgin, comes and Sat- 
urn’s Kingdom again, 

And now from the heavens descend 
a new generation of man.” 


The flight of the Golden Fleece symbol- 
ized the flight of the precessional Sun 
from the domain of The Ram to that of 
The Fishes, spreading mostly over the 





Atlantic. Plato’s works look even beyond 
Virgil’s. In modern times we have the 
heroic prophetic poems of Tennyson, 
notably his “Locksley Hall.” 

Another anomaly in the continuity of 
mankind’s history is that of the mighty 
empire of the Songhay, which thrived 
from the 6th to the 15th centuries in 
what is now the French Sudan, Its first 
capital was Djehne; later, the site of 
modern Timbuktu. Whence came this 
black race ? The consensus is that the land 
was colonized by Egyptians of Ethiopean 
stock, who migrated here via the southern 
edge of Sahara. And for several reasons 
it may have been here that Mohammed 
(570-632 A.D.) was born and Moham- 
medism was founded. 

The principal argument is that Rome 
had destroyed the empire of the Aryans 
in the razing of Carthage (147 B.C.) and 
had established Christianity as the world 
religion in alliance with Byzantium. The 
empires of West and East, incorporating 
Palestine, thus ruled the known world— 
temporally and spiritually. The residium 
of the Aryan Race became nomadic tribes 
of Sahara, or were absorbed by the Song- 
hay Empire. The inference is of course 
that here was the land of Mohammed’s 
birth and the founding of his religious 
empire. Since the Atlantic denied the 
extension of his gospel westwardly, the 
spread of Mohammedanism must move to 
the east. 

Aside from that generalization, an his- 
torical figure of Mohammed’s magnitude 
had to be produced by an astrological con- 
figuration of commensurate character- 
istics and cosmic intensities. His life, 
temperament, works, and even his phys- 
ical affliction, decisively identify him as 
born of Aries. The stature of the man 
then argues that he was born in the most 
powerful degree of Aries. The intensifica- 
tion of zodiacal elements is judged by 
the magnitudes of the fixed stars that 
compose a member constellation or 
“sign.” The most important star in Aries 
is Sheratan, a 3rd magnitude member of 
Triangulum. This group may be tenta- 
tively regarded as! the intensifying ele- 
ments that produced the mighty figure of 
Mohammed. 

The consensus is that he was born in 
April, the years varying from 569-71. 
The day of the Sun’s transit of the degree 
of Sheratan thus identifies the birthday 
of the Prophet as May 20th in the modern 
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or precessional zodiac. This converts to 
April 23rd-24th in the constant zodiac 
of the constellations. But whatever the 
degree of validity this argument may 
have, it is further supported by the fact 
that no other religion is mentioned in the 
exceedingly sparse history of the Song- 
hay. Moreover the anachronistic founda- 
tions of Mohammedanism demand its 
recognition as the reversal of theocratic 
evolution in a west-to-east movement. 
Obviously, then, the Moslem faith built 
its spiritual empire from the populations 
of. the bygone Arian theocracy. 

The theocratic end of Egypt was 2160 
B.C. Her secular power diminished to 
extinction at 722 B.C., coincident with 
the founding of Carthage. Meanwhile the 
Aryan Theocracy began at the end of 
Egypt’s; its peak at 1080 B.C. in Solo- 
mon’s reign, and its theocratic extinction 
at A.D. 0. The riddle of the ages is where 
did it occur? According to formula, the 
capital of the Arians—Jerusalem, perhaps 
—the reign of Solomon, and the construc- 
tion of his fabulous temple, should have 
been in proximity to the ancient Roman 
city of Timgad in Algiers. But histori- 
cally, the evidence favors Carthage. The 
extent of the empire was from 16:54 east 
to 11:00 west in modern longitudes, em- 
bracing the entire segment of Aries—the 
ethnological root of the Arian or Aryan 
race. 

Any attempt to reconstruct the history 
of the Arian Empire (2160 BC—O BC) 
must interpolate an accompanying spacial 
domain offering resources for supporting 
its populations. The plot of the zodiac on 
Earth defines the fundamental course of 
evolution and the diversification of the 
flora and fauna of its belt. That sub- 
stantiates the premise that terrain is also 
subject to solar mutations. Therefore it 
would be intruding an utterly baseless 
concept to assume that the lane of evolu- 
tion, westward across North Africa, was 
always such a desert as modern Sahara. 
The Arian peoples could very well have 
left it a desert, as we are in a fair way 
of leaving North America, of which our 
so-called “dust bowls” could well be the 
harbingers. Mutations in the celestial pat- 
tern, for over four thousand years since 
the incidence of the Aryan Age, leaves 
little doubt of equivalent mutations in the 
world’s geography and productivity. 

Consequently it seems quite natural that 
after the destruction of Carthage and the 





conjecturally encroaching desert areas, the 
Arians began a westward migration. In 
the course of this reorientation, no doubt 
multitudes of them either absorbed the 
earlier Ethiopian aborigenes or were ab- 
sorbed by them. The inference of their 
sketchy history is that they were “pagans” 
before they were Mohammedans. 

The direction and evolution of every 
theocratic Age is administered by a body 
of people who are but vaguely known 
to us as “Israel.” The true definition of 
the word has been, at least to the masses, 
confusedly employed to distinguish Chris- 
tian and Jew. This has resulted in its be- 
ing regarded by the layman as distinctly 
semitic property. The true definition, 
found.in some sources, is a body of 
people who are “The Champions of God.” 
It is’ a theocratic dispensation which is 
identified with cosmic forces that are 
characteristic of each particular Age. This 
illuminates the convention that every Age 
evolves an Israel of its own which its 
priestcraft articulates. The “Keys of The 
Kingdom” are thus handed down from 
generation to generation of the Tribes of 
Israel. 

Previously we have seen that in the 
last two decans of an Age, i.e., twenty 
generations amounting to 720 years, de- 
cadence begins. Keeping pace with it, a 
new theocracy supplants the old and a 
new Israel begins gestation. The count 
of Egypt’s generations ceased at 720 B.C., 
announcing the approaching end of a pre- 
cessional cycle. Coevally the gestation of 
Christian Israel began with the founding 
of Rome. The fall of the kingdoms of 
Israel and Judah quickly followed, herald- 
ing the final dispersion of the mighty 
empire of the Aryans. 

For the same reason that the Aryan 
culture could not recoil upon the land of 
Egypt, the Piscean had to migrate from 
the lands of the Arians to those of the 
“Greeks and Barbarians” north of the 
ecliptic belt to establish Christianity. The 
import of this is that, while still in the 
longitudes of Aries, they were outside 
the latitudinal lane of the precessional 
cycle, across the Mediterranean. 

The pattern is beclouded by the racial 
concept of the Exodus as a vast concourse 
of people en-masse to a new land over- 
night. It is more logical to conceive it as 
an infiltration, such as populated the 
Americas, or that the whole business was 





a renaissance of native people under new 
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solar rays, and that all the rest of it 
was pure dramatization. 

The same mutation in spiritual focus 
occurred north of the Mediterranean with 
Rome’s rise to both the temporal and 
spiritual rulership of the known world. 
Whatever changes took place in the popu- 
lace, aside from the normal flux of 
society, were due to the alchemy of re- 
ligious propaganda. It was Charles 
Martel, his son, and his grandson, who 
drove the Moslems out of Europe and 
established the political empire of Chris- 
tianity, its spiritual empire Catholicism, 
the Israel of the Age. Again we see the 
pregnancy of the last twenty generations 
of an Age in the mightiest events of the 
Christian Era: The discovery of America 
and The Reformation. The political 
power of Christian Israel thenceforth 
declined, and the gestation of the Israel 
of Aquarius began in Martin Luther’s 
ninety-five theses. 

Under the pull of the “Golden Fleece,” 
symbolic of the precessional Sun, the 
focus of world evolution leaped the Atlan- 
tic to the eastern bulge of South America. 
The formula contact is determined* by 
the intersection of the path of the ecliptic 
and the coast line. This was near Carna- 
hiba in the state of Piauhi Brazil. In 
such statements, finite opinion, based on 
sense perception, must yield to the for- 
mula in plotting great movements in Time 
and Space. Otherwise, our objectives are 
swallowed up in jungles of confusion, and 
nothing is gained. 

The destination sought here is decreed 
by the movement of the Vernal Equinox 
into the southern hemisphere under the 
theocracy of Aquarius. This covers the 
entire continent except three degrees of 
Pisces over the extreme eastern bulge 
of Brazil, and a ragged fringe of Capri- 
corn on the Pacific side, but which also 
overspreads North America in longitudes 
69 to 101 degrees west. These phenomena 
hold the keys to all the mysteries of 
North and South American origins. What 
ever faults may subsequently be found in 
the scheme, its catalytic structure pro- 
vides for their correction. 

The southern arc of the equinoctial 
path (motion 5) also enforces a com- 
mensurate dip of the North Pole (motion 
4) over North America. The reversal of 
the plane of the Ecliptic is the function 
of the 6th motion. The period of the 





Thus there are two cycles of the Poles 
(motion 4) to each equinoctial cycle (mo- 
tion 5); hence there are twelve polar 
cycles for each hemi-cycle of Motion 6 
(12x13M-156M). 

The present polar cycle began at A.D. 0 
in longitude 101° west, latitude 101° 
north—meaning 79° north on the Si- 
berian side. It will reach maximum dip 
at 6480 A.D., in longitude 108 :30, lati- 
tude 53:50 north. Then it returns to its 
northern station of 116° west 55:50 
north. This indicates that Motion 6 car- 
ries the Polar Cycle fifteen degrees west 
with its every revolution, also moving 
two degrees north under Motion 7. 

This further testifies that the present 
southern plane of the ecliptic is 79° 
(180-101), or c-68 thousand years from 
the end of the present hemicycle of Mo- 
tion 6. Then will begin a northern hemi- 
cycle of the ecliptic, progressively trans- 
ferring periodic glaciation from North 
to South America over a period of 156 
thousand years. 

Counting the diurnal, lunar, and orbital 
cycles, the fourth, fifth, and sixth cycles 
combine to produce the seventh which 
measures the pericyclic revolution of the 
poles. This is a spiral motion which is 
recorded in astronomy as the “diminution 
of the obliquity of the ecliptic.” The 
formula period is four degrees per motion 
5. Translating certain passages in “The 
History of Herodotus”, the Earth is c- 
148 thousand years (strangely close to the 
hemicycle of motion 6) from completion 
of the 2nd cycle of motion 7 when the 
poles of Earth and Heaven should coin- 
cide. This suggests the age of the Earth 
to be c-4.5 million years, and still 148 
thousand from completing the 2nd day of 
Genesis. This would allot 2,190 thousand 
years for the age of man. 

From the time of Leif Erickson (early 
llth century) to the early 17th century 
colonies of Jamestown and Plymouth, 
northern latitudes were only for the 
hardy. Erickson found glaciation as far 
west and south as Michigan. Six centuries 
later, only the hardiest survived the cli- 
mate of Plymouth. And not over the 
entire continent was there the slightest 
trace of a former civilization. Yet from 
the Mexican border southward, evidence 
of former civilizations mounts on a steep 
ascending scale to ruins in Central and 
South America betokening cultures be- 

yond our imagination to reconstruct. Nor 
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is there any evidence whatever of polar 
activity. However the destruction of the 
southern peoples and their works must 
be charged to the flow of glacial streams 
down the Mississippi Valley. It is further 
conceivable that successive cycles of 
northern glaciation excavated the Gulf of 
Mexico. 

This argues that the North American 
Indian migrated from three directions, 
(a) When the Pole was southern bound 
on its eastern arc, they came over from 
Siberia; (b) when on its western trek, 
they came from Scandinavia; and (c) 
they came from the South as North 
America thawed out. The earliest were 
the Cliff-dwellers who made their homes, 
high above the ice and water-filled gorges. 
As the plains drained, the mound-builders 
trekked across the marsh lands, leaving 
their circumvalated huts in testimony. 
Later the pueblo-builders came along to 
introduce the earliest American archi- 
tecture. 

As the Vernal Equinox moves south- 
westerly over South America, the Au- 
tumnal moves north-easterly over Siberia. 
This continues until 6480 AD when the 
North Pole will have reached modern 
latitude 53°50’ north, longitude 108°30’ 
west—near Edmonton Alberta Canada. 
Obversely, this displaces the Pole 36°10’ 
northward in latitude from its AD 0 posi- 
tion; in longitude 71°30’ east, placing 
the autumnal Equinox —in the U.S.S.R. 
province of Tadzhik. This is equivalent 
to opening up 36°10’, or about 250C miles 
of latitude, of semi-tropical and tem- 
perate zones to habitation and cultivation, 
in the course of some forty-five hundred 
years. 

Already important melting of Siberian 
ice fields has disclosed confirming fossil 
remains. Also it is claimed that carcasses 
of mammals have beerf discovered, so 
well preserved in ice as to have green 
food in their stomachs, their flesh edible 
for humans. A plausible explanation is 
that they were caught in Arctic blizzards 
about thirty five hundred years ago as 
the Arctic Circle moved north with the 
Pole’s return to its Siberian station. 
Analogous to that was the heavy destruc- 
tion of domestic animals by the blizzards 
over the Mountain and Pacific states in 
the winter of 1948-49. The difference is 
that the Arctic did not thaw out. 

The orientation of civilization, now 
dawning in world consciousness, derives 





from the phenomena of the fourth motion, — 


Of the twelve polar dips in each hemi- 
sphere of Motion 6, seven have passed 
in the present chain—three over the 
Atlantic and four over North America, 
Five more will carry the Pole over the 
Bering Sea into Siberia. And since the 
Pole is now 1949 years on its south- 
bound dip, for the next 4500 years, the 
postulate is sound that the Pacific Coast, 
through Alaska, and into Siberia will be 
of increasingly milder climate with com- 
mensurately increasing population. 

Based on periodicity of the polar cycle, 
the repetition of Pacific Coast history 
must follow this general pattern: As the 
Pole returned northward on the western 
arc of the cycle, the Pacific and Mountain 
states became inhabitable in the following 
schematic order, based on the earliest 
American date. According to Spenden, 
this was August 6th 613 BC in Yucatan. 
The formula used here is five degrees 
of latitudinal ice recession for each period 
of 360 years. Allowing another 360 years 
for the undated ruins of Copan Guate- 
mala, latitude 14°50’ north, western 
America became available for human sub- 
sistence in the following. table of Time- 
Space continuum :

Although we. have dealt with the 
Earth’s topography as permanent, it was 
more than a matter of convenience. With- 
out familiar or identifiable land marks, 
it would have been impossible to develop 
the scheme at all. At least it is a flexible 
formula that is equal to accounting for 
thousand-year-old trees, residual glaciers 
in British Columbia, why the Padres 
built no missions north of San Francisco, 
and fossil remains from the La Brea pits 
to Siberia. 

The consensus of present evidences is 
that the extreme northeastern region of 
America is already feeling the southern 
progress of the new cycle of glaciation. 
This checks with the mounting population 
of Alaska. Misconception of these phe-

Isotopes 


Now we have come to another impor- 
tant point where the chemist and physicist 
do not see eye to eye. 

Chemically, every atom of the same 
element has identical chemical properties. 
If it were not so, we just could not speak 
of “properties of hydrogen, properties of 
carbon, properties of uranium,” etc. To 
the chemist it is absolutely without any 
significance where he gets his hydrogen, 
carbon or uranium; he knows that each 
element is chemically homogeneous and 
will react uniformly in chemical experi- 
ments and processes. 

What does this mean?— Since the 
chemical properties of every element are 
determined by the number and configura- 
tion of the planetary electrons in its 
atoms, if every atom of a given element 
has the same identical chemical proper- 
ties, every one of these atoms must have 
the same electron configuration (the same 
number of planetary electrons, identically 
arranged in shells) — and consequently 
the same identical number of nuclear pro- 
tons, too. In other words, the atomic 
number of each and every hydrogen atom 
is 1, the atomic number of each and every 
carbon atom is 6, the atomic number of 
each and every uranium atom is 92, ete. 

But the experiments of the physicist 
prove that not every atom of a given ele- 
ment, even of a given natural sample of 
it, shows the same physical properties. A 
given sample of natural uranium contains 
uranium atoms of mass number 234, 235 
and 238. These atoms show the same 
chemical properties, but different nuclear 
properties. 

The great majority of chemical ele- 
Ments contain atoms of different mass 


numbers. The percentual proportion of 
the presence of these different atoms is 
fixed for every chemical element. To use 
uranium as our example, out of every 
1,000,000 uranium atoms roughly 993,000 
or 99.3% will have the mass number 238, 
roughly 7,000 or .7% will have the mass 
number 235, and a very few (less than 
001%) the mass number 234. 

What is the significance of the differ- 
ent: mass numbers? 

As we know, the mass number equals 
the total number of nucleons — the num- 
ber of protons plus the number of neu- 
trons — in the atomic nucleus. We have 
just established that the number of pro- 
tons is the same in every uranium atom 
— 92. Now then, if the mass number 
of certain uranium atoms differs, the 
logical explanation is that their nuclei 
contain a different number of neutrons. 
The nucleus of the uranium atom of 
mass number 234 consists of 92 protons 
and 142 neutrons (total number of nu- 
cleons : 234) the nucleus of the uranium 
atom of mass number 235 carries 92 pro- 
tons and 143 neutrons (total number of 
nucleons: 235); and the most abundant 
uranium atom, the one of mass number 
238, has a nucleus composed of 92 pro- 
tons and 146 neutrons (total number of 
nucleons: 238). The number of neutrons 
differs, but the number of protons (Z) 
is 92 in all three varieties ; and of course, 
all these three nuclei are circled by 92 
planetary electrons. 

These various species of the same 
chemical element are called isotopes. 
(This word of Greek derivation means 
“in the same place,” and refers to the 
fact that all isotopes of the same chemi- 
cal element occupy the same place in the 
periodic table of chemical elements.) 
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Isotopes of a chemical element are va- 
rieties, subspecies of that particular ele- 
ment; the atoms of the various isotopes 
of the same element are identical in 
their extranuclear electron structures and 
therefore in their chemical properties, but 
different in their nuclear structures and 
therefore in their physical, nuclear prop- 
erties. The physicist considers the differ- 
ent isotopes of the same chemical element 
as different elements, and at times gives 
them different names, too. For instance, 
the hydrogen isotope of mass number 2 
has a name of its own — deuterium. But 
as a rule, the physicist does not want 
either to burden his memory with too 
many names, and identifies the various 
isotopes by prefixing the atomic number 
and appending the mass number to the 
chemical symbol of the element. Thus, the 
uranium atom of atomic number 92 and 
mass number 235 is referred to as »2U?", 
or simply U*** (omitting the atomic num- 
ber 92, since it is always 92 for every 
uranium isotope). 

The chemist recognizes only 96 ele- 
ments, while the physicist distinguises as 
many as there are isotopes —a total of 


over 1000. Radioactivity 

Certain isotopes are naturally radio- 
active. Radioactivity means that the nuclei 
of these isotopes emit alpha, beta or 
gamma rays, and undergo a decay, a 
change into another isotope. 

Alpha rays are streams of alpha parti- 
cles. An alpha particle is a combination 
of two protons and two neutrons (the 
nucleus of the helium atom ,He*), and 
its emission therefore reduces the posi- 
tive charge (atomic number) of the 
emitting nucleus by 2, and its mass num- 
ber by 4. Beta rays are streams of beta 
particles, which are simply electrons. The 
emission of a beta particle increases the 
atomic number of the emitting nucleus by 
one (the loss of the one negative charge 
represented by one electron has the same 
effect as the addition of one positive 
charge would) but does not affect its 
mass number. 

I want to make it clear that the beta 
ray is not a planetary electron, but a par- 
ticle hurled out from the nucleus. It is 
assumed that its emission means the 
change of a positively charged proton 
into a chargeless neutron. 

, Gamma rays are pure energy. Their 
emission affects neither the atomic num- 


ber nor the mass number. They are never 
emitted alone, but always as an accom- 
paniment of the emission of alpha or beta 
particles. 

Now comes an important point: In 
natural radioactivity, the emission of al- 
pha and beta rays by the nucleus, and the 
change of the latter into another nucleus, 
is absolutely spontaneous, and nothing 
man will or can do can affect or change 
the nature of rate of the emission in the 
least. Certain natural radioactive isotopes 
emit alpha rays only, others beta rays 
only, or either of these radiations plus 
gamma rays, and each and every radio- 
active isotope has its characteristic rate of 
emission, or — to phrase it differently — 
its characteristic rate and time of decay 
into another isotope. This rate of decay 
is measured in the terms of half-life. 

Half-life is the length of time required 
by exactly 50% (one-half) of all the 
atoms of a given radioactive isotope to 
decay into another isotope. 

For instancce, the half-life of radium 
(Ra?**) is 1590 years. This means that 
in 1590 years one out of every two ra- 
dium atoms will have changed into an- 
other isotope or element. In the next 1590 
years one out of every two surviving 
atoms will have followed their example, 
and so forth. 

The half-lives of the various radio- 
active isotopes vary from fractions of a 
second to millions of years. But the half- 
life of each and every natural radio- 
active isotope is fixed by nature, and is 
characteristic of the isotope. 

Almost all naturally radioactive iso- 
topes are isotopes of some element having 
an atomic number above 80. These are 
the isotopes in which the excess of the 
nuclear neutrons over protons is very 
high, both numerically and percentually. 
(In the heaviest naturally occurring iso- 
tope, U***, the excess of neutrons over 
protons is about 58% — 146 neutrons to 
92 protons.) Above the atomic number 82 
there are no stable isotopes; every is0- 
tope of a chemical element whose atomic 
number exceeds 82 (whatever its mass 
number) is naturally radioactive and 
gradually changes into another isotope or 
element. There are only five naturally 
radioactive, isotopes having an atomic 
number less than 80, but these have such 
long half-lives (the shortest-lived among 


them has a half-life of 450 million years) 
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that for all practical purposes they may 
be considered as stable isotopes. 
Artificial Radioactivity 

The naturally radioactive isotopes num- 
ber less than 50. But man learned to pro- 
duce artificial radioactive isotopes of 
every known chemical element. These 
artificial radioisotopes are designated by 
the prefix radio, e. g. radiocarbon, radio- 
phosphorus, radiobarium, etc. 

What is the general principle underly- 
ing the method or methods of producing 
such artificially radioactivated, synthetic 
isotopes of stable elements? An artifici- 
ally induced disturbance of the nuclear 
balance of the atoms of the stable isotope 
—by the process called nuclear bom- 
bardment, consisting in the hurling of 
sub-atomic particles (projectiles) against 
the atoms of a stable isotope (target) 
with sufficient velocity and energy to en- 
able the projectiles to penetrate the nuclei 
of the target. 

Let us say, for example, that we hurl 
an alpha particle at a stable nucleus with 
sufficient force to be absorbed by the lat- 
ter. The opposite of natural alpha ray 
emission will occur: The alpha particle is 
absorbed by the target nucleus, and since 
an alpha ray consists of two protons and 
two neutrons, the atomic number of the 
target nucleus is increased by two (due 
to the incorporation of the two additional 
positive charges of the two protons) and 
its mass number by four (altogether four 
new nucleons have been added) — and 
the resulting compound nucleus is an un- 
stable one. 

Similarly, the nuclear balance of a sta- 
ble nucleus can be upset by the addition 
of a neutron, of a proton, or of a 
deuteron (the nucleus of an atom of 
deuterium, the hydrogen isotope of mass 
number 2, which consists of 1 proton and 
2 neutrons). Of all these projectiles, the 
neutron is the most convenient and prac- 
tical one, for it is a sufficiently large 
mass to be hurled at a high velocity, and 
being electrically neutral, it does not have 
to overcome a repulsion by the positively 
charged target nucleus, as the positively 
charged alpha particle, proton and deu- 
teron have to. 

Whatever projectile is used, the target 
nucleus turns into an unstable compound 
nucleus, and in order to regain stability, 
it will become radioactive, in other words 
it will emit some particle —a proton, a 


neutron, an electron, sometimes certain 
other particles, too, such as positron 
(an electron carrying a positive, instead 
of a negative, electronic charge), or a 
neutrino (massless, chargeless particle). 
But in each and every case the compound 
nucleus, produced by the nuclear bom- 
bardment emits something and tries to re- 
cover its nuclear balance. Just what kind 
of particles it emits, and just how soon it 
will recover its balance, depends on what 
kind of element we used as our target, 
what kind of projectile we selected, etc. 

As a rule, the majority of these com- 
pound nuclei are emitters of negatively 
charged electrons, although some are 
positron emitters and still others resort 
to other means to regain their stability. 

(Some may capture an extranuclear 
electron from the innermost electron 
shell, reducing their electric charge by 
one unit by incorporating this additional 
1 negative electronic charge; others may 
convert a neutron into a proton, to in- 
crease the net electric charge by 1.) But 
no synthetically produced compound nu- 
cleus will emit alpha particles. Alpha 
radiation seems to be the exclusive prop- 
erty of the natural radioactive isotopes. 

Nuclear Fission 

There are a few — very few — iso- 
topes, the best known and most important 
of which is the uranium isotope U***, the 
nuclei of which show an even more strik- 
ing and drastic reaction to bombardment 
by neutrons. They break into two pieces, 
each of which is the nucleus of the atom 
of a different chemical element, and re- 
lease a few neutrons and a large amount 
of energy in the process. This process is 
called nuclear fission, the fundamental 
principle of the nuclear fission bomb 
(popularly referred to as ‘‘atomic 
bomb”). 

Radioisotopes as By-products of 
the Atomic Pile 

The great majority of the approxi- 
mately 700 known synthetic radioisotopes 
can be produced in a muclear reactor 
(formerly, and popularly still often, 
called atomic pile), as by-products of the 
process producing plutonium for power 
or military purposes. 

The reactor offers a convenient way to 
produce radioisotopes of practically every 
chemical element, by exposing the target 
isotope to nuclear bombardment by neu- 
trons. 
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Those radioisotopes which cannot be 
produced in the reactor can be pro- 
duced with the aid of the cyclotron, which 
is an ingenious apparatus for the accel- 
eration of sub-atomic particles to high 
velocities. 

The Practical Use and Application 
of Radioisotopes 

Now that we have learned what radio- 
isotopes are and how they are produced, 
let us see what they are good for. Are 
they mere laboratory toys, results and 
objects of interesting theoretical experi- 
ments, but devoid of any practical signifi- 
cance, or do they possess some impor- 
tance for the layman in his every-day life, 
too? 

The answer is that the contribution 
of radioisotopes toward expanding our 
knowledge and making our daily lives 
more comfortable, pleasant and secure 
has been so tremendous, even by this 
early date, that a famous scientist was re- 
ported to have said that if those billions 
of dollars spent on nuclear research dur- 
ing the recent war had given us nothing 
else in return but a knowledge of the pro- 
duction and use of radioisotopes, this one 
accomplishment alone would have been 
well worth all that expense and toil. 

While radioisotopes are invaluable to 
the nuclear physicist in the laboratory 
study of various nuclear phenomena and 
processes, they have been put also to two 
other uses which are of far more direct, 
immediate personal interest to the general 
lay public, namely: Tracer work and 
medical therapy. 

Tracer Technique 

Every radioisotope emits a characteris- 
tic radiation, of a characteristic intensity, 
which can be detected and measured by a 
suitable radiation survey meter, such as a 
Geiger counter. 

Now remember that we have found 
that the atoms of all isotopes of a given 
chemical element have the same atomic 
number, the same extranuclear electron 
configuration, and consequently the same 
chemical properties. This applies to the 
radioisotopes as well. 

Let us take radiocarbon — an artifici- 
ally produced radioisotope of the chemi- 
cal element carbon. If, in any chemical 
compound of carbon, radiocarbon is sub- 
stituted for a part of the stable carbon, 
the radioactive carbon atoms will undergo 
exactly the same chemical reactions as 








the stable carbon atoms, they will behave 
exactly the same way — they will be in- 
distinguishable from the stable carbon 
atoms by every chemical test; but they 
will be detectable by the radiation survey 
meter — their radiation will always give 
away their presence and their location. 
The radiation survey meter can always 
trace them, hence the designations tracer 
atom, tracer technique. 

The radiocarbon atoms behave among 
the stable carbon atoms like enemy spies 
in the midst of an army. These spies are 
indistinguishable from the other soldiers 
around them, they speak the same lan- 


guage, they wear the same uniform, they, 


behave exactly alike, but they carry 4 
small portable radio transmitter to trans- 
mit their secret signals and reports to 
their homeland. In the case of ,our radio- 
carbon atom spies, this radio transmitter 
is their nuclear instability, and the broad- 
cast signals are their beta emission. 

These “atomic spies” are extraordi- 
narily efficient, too. A few radiocarbon 
atoms among billions of stable carbon 
atoms can securely and conveniently be 
traced by a radiation survey meter. 

The tracer atoms are used to “tag” or 
“label” a-certain compound of the ele- 
ment. For instance, a biologist or medical 
researcher wants to learn certain facts 
about the metabolism of phosphorus in 
the human or animal body. Where does 
the phosphorus go after being consumed 
in food? To what parts of the body does 
it go? How long does it take it to reach 
those parts? How soon and in what pro- 
portion is it eliminated? All these and 
many more such questions can: be an- 
swered by adding a minute speck of radio- 
phosphorus (P**) to the food consumed 
by the subject of the observation. The 
course and metabolism of the phosphorus 
can be observed, for the radiophosphorus 
atoms go wherever the rest of the phos- 
phorus goes in the body, and undergo 
exactly the same processes and changes. 
Furthermore, the half-life of this radio- 
isotope is sufficiently short (14 days) and 
its radiation is sufficiently mild (beta 
radiation without dangerous gamma rays) 
to guarantee that no harm will come to 
the patient. 

The same principle is followed im 
tracer work in innumerable other fields, 
too—in botany, plant physiology, par- 


ticularly in agricultural fertilizer research, 
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in industry, in metallurgy, and so on and 
so forth. 

But the most important field of appli- 
cation, the one which most directly bene- 
fits mankind, is that of medical research 
and therapy. 

Radioisotopes in Medicine 


Substances “labelled” with a few atoms 
of a radioisotope are administered and 
traced through complex body processes, 
to enrich our knowledge of the nature 
and metabolism of proteins, vitamins, 
hormones, drugs, of antibodies, blood 
cells, blood sugar, etc. 

Radioisotopes can be used also for 
treatment of certain diseases, to provide 
a source of carefully controlled selective, 
localized irradiation. Cancer and leukemia 
(the lethal blood cancer) are already 
treated this way, and the results are more 
than encouraging. 

For instance, certain parts or organs 
of the body absorb certain elements. With 
isotope-labelled compounds, a controlled 
source of radiations can be guided di- 
rectly into these organs, to replace exter- 
nal x-ray treatment. Thus, radiophos- 
phorus has been found useful for the 
treatment of chronic leukemia, radio- 
iodine for treating certain disorders (in- 
cluding cancer) of the thyroid, radiogold 
for curing tumors of the lymphoid sys- 
tem, etc., etc. 

Medical laboratories are constantly at 
work on producing more and better ways 
of combatting and curing these dread dis- 
eases by the use of radioisotopes. Their 
concerted efforts will eventually triumph 
over such scourges of mankind as cancer, 
heart disease, tuberculosis, infantile paral- 
ysis — and the common cold. 

Nuclear physics is still a young science, 
and “atomic medicine” is the youngest of 
its offsprings. But this medical applica- 
tion of radioactivity and nucleonits repre- 
sents the departure in the most useful 
direction, the one which can and will 
bring the greatest and most direct bene- 
fits to the average “man in the street.” 

The great majority of human beings 
see only a Frankenstein’s monster in the 
atomic bomb, and are rather indifferent, 
if not outright ignorant of the possibili- 
ties of harnessing nuclear energy as a 
source of cheap and abundant power for 
industrial purposes. The average person 
cares little or not at all whether or not 
the scientists will eventually succeed in 


using nuclear energy to run machines, to 
power cars and airplanes, to run the 
wheels of civilization. But he cannot help 
caring whether or not his doctors will 
learn how to cure his cancer, how to 
lengthen his life and to make it generally 
more pleasant, painless.and safe. 

And this is just what we have every 
right to expect from our radioisotopes.

SOLISEQUIOUS AND SELENOTROPIC 


Tue preceding section of the present 
series of articles described an easy 
method of finding the solar and planetary 
positions to the nearest second by using 
the Tables of Diurnal Proportional Log- 
arithms given in most ephemerides. Un- 
fortunately, although for the purpose 
mentioned that method provides a very 
handy short cut, it is suited to one-way 
traffic only and cannot be used in the 
reverse direction. That is to say, although 
by its aid the exact place of the Sun at 
a given time may be computed, it cannot 
be employed in the opposite manner to 
determine the time when the luminary 
is in a certain position, and as the latter 
operation is an essential feature where 
Solar Returns are concerned, it is clear 
something must be done about it — even 
if only to avoid going back the long way 
round, as of old! 

However, there are more ways to a 
wood (and out again) than one, and 
so long as we have those useful Tables 
to fall back upon, further short cuts 
will reveal themselves if we but take the 
trouble to look for them. 

But first of all let us follow the beaten 
track and proceed to calculate the time 
of a Solar Return in the old-fashioned 
way. An excellent example is that sub- 
mitted by L.L.N. of Brooklyn, N.Y., in 
AMERICAN ASTROLOGY Magazine 
for April 1950, in which the time of the 
1949 Return was required for Aquarius 
22° 36’ 50”. 

Turning to the AMERICAN AS- 
TROLOGY Ephemeris for 1949 we find 


the following positions for the Sun at 
Oh. E.S.T.:

method used when the example was first 
cited in the April issue. 

The accuracy obtained by the short 
cuts described in this article and the 
preceding one can only be ensured if the 
motions of the bodies concerned are con- 
stant, or only show a slight variation 
from day to day, and for this reason a 
special procedure must be adopted in the 
case of the Moon to allow for her ever- 
changing rate of motion, a refinement 
which may be unnecessary for ordinary 
horoscopic work, but which is advisable 
if one wishes to test the efficacy of 
Lunar Returns, and absolutely essential 
in the calculation of Lunar Figures for 
the commencement of the gestative pe- 
riod, if such Figures are to be used as 
stepping-stones for the location of earlier 
Solar Figures. 

But again let us first take the normal 
course in finding the place of the Moon 


at her conjunction with Mercury on 29th 
January 1949 at 3h.22m. p.m., E.S.T, 
Her positions ,as given in the AMER- 
ICAN ASTROLOGY Ephemeris for

To use the Diurnal Proportional Log- 
arithms the nearest minutes are usually 
taken : 


To the D.P.L. of 12° 11’ .2944 
Add = the D.P.L. of 15h. 22m. —_.1936 
Answer the D.P.L. of 7° 48’ 4880 
Adding 7° 48’ to the Moon’s longitude 
at Oh. gives her place at 3h. 22m. p.m. 
as Aquarius 17° 51’ — two minutes 
short of her. correct position, which if 
used as the basis of a Solar Figure 
would result in an error of 48 minutes 
in the time of the latter! 

This discrepancy is due to the fact that 
in taking Luna’s motion from one day 
to another we have assumed it to be 
constant, instead of which it is slowing 
down in this case, as may be seen from 
an inspection of the ephemeris. In effect 
12° 11’ is the mean rate for the full 
24 hours, corresponding to the actual rate 
at the half-way point, at noon, and there- 
fore to find the position of the luminary 
at 15h. 22m. we must first discover her 
rate of motion at 7h. 41m., the midway 
point of the period concerned. 

From the ephemeris her motion during 
the previous 24 hours is found to be 
12° 21’, equivalent to her rate at noon on 
January 28th and at 12° 11’ at noon on 
the following day (a difference of 10’), 
it should not be difficult to determine her 
speed at 7h. 41m. a.m. on January 29th. 
The period between the two moons is 24 
hours and as 7h. 41m. a.m. on January 
29th is 19h. 41 m. from noon on January 
28th, we can again turn to Diurnal Pro- 
portional Logarithms for all the help we 
want: 

To the D.P.L. of 0° 10° 2.1584 
Add the D.P.L. of 19h. 41m. .0861 
Answer the D:P.L. of 0° 08’ 2.2445 
As the Moon’s speed is diminishing, 
0° 8’ must be subtracted from 12° 21’, 
giving 12° 13’ as the rate sought, which 
is then applied in the usual way:

Although this result appears to be but 
one minute nearer than that previously 
found, closer inspection reveals the 
answer to be approximately 7° 4914’, 
and adding this to the longitude given 

in the ephemeris (Aquarius 10° 03%’) 

gives Aquarius 17° 53’ as the correct 
place of the Moon to the nearest minute. 

With the knowledge previously gained, 
however, we are in a position to exploit 
to the full any desires we may have for 
even greater exactitude, and consequently 
we can once more take advantage of the 
accurate data tabulated in the AMER- 

ICAN ASTROLOGY Ephemeris by 

using the lunar positions to seconds in- 

stead of to the nearest minutes. Quoting 
again from the 1949 Ephemeris we have, 
at Oh. E.S.T.:

As we have seen, the Ist Differences are 
the mean daily rates of motion, or the 
actual rates at noon on the 28th and 29th, 
while the 2nd Difference represents the 
amount by which the Moon’s speed has 
dropped in 24 hours, and as we can use 
minutes and seconds with Diurnal Pro- 
portional Logarithms as if they were 
degrees and minutes, it is a simple step 
to find the extent of deceleration in 
19h. 41m. in order_to obtain the daily 
rate of motion at 7h. 41m. a.m. on 
January 29th: 

To the D.P.L. of 9° 59%  .3809 
Add the D.P.L. of 19h.41m. .0861 
Answer the D.P.L. of 8° 11’ 4670 
As before 8’ 11” must be subtracted from 
12° 21’ 16”, leaving 12° 13’ 05” as the 
rate required.

Although this result has every appear- 
ance of exactitude, it is not absolutely 
correct, for the Moon is not even con- 
stant in her rate of acceleration and de- 
celeration, and consequently it is advis- 
able to give her position to the nearest 
minute (or half-minute) only. It may be 
checked, however, from her hourly rate 
of motion, as tabulated in the AMER- 
ICAN ASTROLOGY Ephemeris, by the 
method now to be described. The rates 
of motion are expressed in seconds for 
Oh. each day, and the ephemeris gives 
them for the days concerned as _here- 
under : +

This is a particularly easy example, for 
in the 24 hours Luna’s rate of motion 
decreases by 24”, and consequently there 
is no need in this case to use Diurnal 
Proportional Logarithms to obtain. her 
rate at 7h.’41m. a.m., which as we now 
know must be taken to find her total 
movement in 15h. 22m., the amount we 
must subtract from the first rate tabulated 
7h. 41m., 


24h. 00m. 
60? (7.7”), leaving 1833 


as the hourly rate to use. 

But who wants to multiply 1833” by 
15h. 22m.? To revert to the old-fangled 
way would indeed be a retrograde step, 
but fortunately, although a little more 
laborious than the methods previously 
described, the operation can be performed 
in easy stages, by first converting the 
rate of motion into minutes and seconds, 
namely, 30’ 33”. Now, if the rate were 
1° per hour the Moon would move 
15° 22’ in 15h. 22m., so that as 30’ is 14°, 
obviously at that rate the distance cov- 
ered would be 7° 41’. Similarly with 
30” (%%4’) the total movement would 
be 7’ 41”, and as 3” (the remainder) 
is one-tenth of 30”, one-tenth of 7’ 41” 
would be traversed, or 46”, the total 
being :

It will be seen that where accuracy 
is desired it is as easy to pin-point “the 
inconstant Moon” as any of the planets.

request that you make careful note 
of the fact that this letter is a protest 
against the article published in your 
Astrology News issue of September, 
headed, “Well, Mr. Clancy?

It is our sense and opinion that the 
article we refer to was deliberately 
designed to cause trouble between

Mr. Paul G. Clancy, publisher and 
editor of American Astrology Maga 
zine, and me; or trouble for Mr. 
Clancy alone, or for me alone, or 
for my wife and me together. Your 
snide “Well, Mr. Clancy?” makes it 
impossible for us to get any other 
impression. Your careless use of quo- 
tation marks, and your quoting us out 
of context confirms us in our opinion. 
Your statement that True Astrology 
Magazine is published by a firm from 
whom we bought it over two years 
ago and with whom neither my wife 
nor I are in any way connected, is 
something we wish to be recorded as 
seriously finding fault with. 

The indicia at the foot of the 
contents page of True Astrology 
Magazine plainly announces the name 
of its publisher. The fact that you 
give your readers the name of the 
corporation who published the maga- 
zine before May of 1948 might impel 
one to infer that you did not even 
examine the issue of June-July, 1950, 
which is the number your article is 
based on. Why did you wait for your 
September issue to comment on a 
magazine which was on the news- 
stands in May, and then do so off- 
color? One might be excused for 
suspecting all this to be a decided-on 

lan to bring about friction in the 
eld presumably providing your own 
livelihood, an undertaking difficult to 
understand. 

Mr. Omarr, you are still quite 

ung, and in the arena of astrology 

th Mr. Clancy and I are way out 
in front of you in years of experi- 
ence. It matters nothing to me what 
his reaction to your article may be, 
but for my part let me give you a 
little astrology lesson: The horizon 
is the foundation of two important 
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horoscope houses. The one to the 
right is the seventh, counterpart of 
Libra; the one to the left, the twelfth, 
is the counterpart of Pisces. Libra is 
the Sign of Justice, “Love Thy 
Neighbor As Thyself.” Pisces is the 
Sign of Kindness, “Bind Up Thy 
Brother’s Wounds.” Because you are 
so young I would like to see you set 
right before it is too late; it would 
be better if you did not fall in with 
those of the profession who seem to 
have found another horoscope house, 
one without a number, a sort of 
haunted house, a Sign of Disruption, 
“Enkindle Anger in Your Brother so 
that his Efforts May Come to 
Nought.” Watch your step, Mr. 
Omarr. With all the experience you 
think you have, there is in your case 
grave danger of misdirection. It 
would be more appropriate to respect 
your elders than to endeavor to pro- 
ject any into that haunted house. 
You may find in the end that the 
eerie abode is the edifice you pre- 
pared for yourself. 

With your reference to your ap- 
parently gleefully discovered op- 
portunity to start a fight between Mr. 
Clancy and me, who is the inept 
astrology teacher who taught you that 
a clash of opinion necessarily is a 
clash with men? Nowhere in True 
Astrology did we mention the name 
of Paul Clancy, nor the name of his 
magazine. It was you who thought 
that would be a good idea. It is true 
our correspondent mentioned Ameri- 
ican Astrology, but we struck that 
out, for our argument is not with 
American Astrology Magazine or its 
editor, but with the assertion that the 
North Pole may be taken as the center 
of Planetary Arcs. I still believe such 
an assertion cannot be supported, 
that it is astronomically erroneous. 
Mr. Clancy believes otherwise. I 
respect him for his beliefs but in this 
case not the beliefs themselves or 
conclusions. I am sure he respects 
me for my beliefs, but I grant him 
the right to refuse to respect my be- 
liefs and conclusions. There are other 
professional astrologers who agree 
with me, and there are others who 
agree with Mr. Clancy. But, Mr. 
Omarr, because there are two schools 
of thought on the matter does not 


give you the right to wave a malo- 
dorous wand before my nostrils, nor 
my wife’s, nor Mr. Clancy’s; nor any- 
thing else producing a similar effect. 

Mr. Clancy’s years in astrology 
have been long and often difficult. 
I can say that for myself also, and 
as experienced men in the profession 
we both know how easy and natural 
it is to reach diverse conclusions in 
some things. It is only the youngster 
in the business who feels big and 
believe$ he knows it all. Many years 
bring variance to many astrologers of 
experience, and each must control his 
own acts and destiny and all the 
little items that accumulate to form 
that destiny. I could not control the 
destiny of American Astrology Maga- 
zine if I wanted to, and Mr. 
Clancy is powerless to control True 
Astrology. 

By what right do you style your- 
self a mews reporter when you are 
capable of quoting out of context 
as you did us in that article of yours? 
You tell your readers that “The 
editor states: “We originated this 
particular idea,’ etc.” Was there not 
enough room on your typewriter 
paper to write it as we wrote it? 
We clearly said, “That is why we 
originated this particular idea.” 
Everything changes when you add 
that is why. And the reason that is 
why was plainly stated by us; namely, 
because our science is helped when 
the astrological map is brought to the 
attention of the public, especially 
nowadays. And we praised our com- 
petitor (Mr. Clancy is our com- 
petitor) fot deciding to do the same 
thing, which is to say, for deciding 
to publish the astrological map of the 
world because in these perilous days 
it is urgent upon astrology to do so. 
Erroneous astronomically or not 
erroneous astronomically, True As- 
trology first with a map on its cover 
or not first, the big point is, as you 
observed we stated, the map of the 
world is being brought to the atten- 
tion of the public, both by us and 
Mr. Clancy.

Not count- | 
ing Llewellyn George’s Bulletina, | 
which rightfully enjoys a great fol- 
lowing but never had a wide news- 
stand distribution, American Astrel- 
ogy is the publication that made this 
country’s reading public astrology 
conscious. Mr. Cla was first in 
the newsstand field on a national 
scale. When he makes that claim in 
his advertisements he tells the truth, 
and all other editors in the business 
with an ounce of fairness in their 
systems know it. For this reason we 
all are to some degree indebted to 
him, and that includes you. In my 
ve it would ill behoove a novice 
ike Astrology News to aim darts 
in Mr. Clancy’s direction. It seems to 
me it would be like the youngest 
child of a growing family maliciously 
taunting its father. Only a poorly 
equipped astrology student would try 
it, and those wf would cheer the 
attempt are not worthy of the name 
astrologer. 

And now, young man, Win John- 
son asks that in your next issue you 
add a correction note somewhere tell- 
ing your readers who the publisher 
of True Astrology Magazine is.

“front page” tradition, an impudent chal- 
lenge to the good taste of his readers, 
to wit:

“True Astrology” magazine, edited 
by Win Johnson, states in the June- 
July issue, that the cover of a lead- 
ing astrological magazine, showing 
the world map on a zodiac, is “erro- 
neous astronomically.” 

“American Astrology,” edited by 
Paul G. Clancy, carries such a cover 
each month. 

“True Astrology,” in their “Your 
Letters and the Editor’s Opinion” 
feature, states that their geo-zodiacal 
map is correct, while the “other” 
magazine which carries such a map 
is wrong. 

The editor states: “We originated 
this particular idea, and no doubt it 
is also the reason for our competitor's 
decision to follow our lead. That his 
design is ertoneous astronomically, is 
of course something over which we 
have no control, The big point is, the 
map of the world is being brought 
to the attention of the public with 
astrological overtones.” 

American Astrology’s Clancy has 
not been available for comment. 

“True Astrology” is published by 
the Astro-Distributing Corporation, 
114 E. 32nd St., in New York. 

' “American Astrology” is located at 
1472 Broadway, New York. 


The statement that, “American As- 
trology’s Clancy has not been available 
for comment” is positively not true. I am 
assuming that the gentleman (?) is 
referring to me — the Editor of Amer- 
ican Astrology — there are no other 
Clancys around here that I know of. 
I am in my office from 9 a. m. to 5 p. m. 
every day, five days a week, at the offices 
of the magazine, 1472 Broadway, New 
York, and always available for comment 
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on anything that concerns the advance- 
ment of Astrology and most assuredly 
would I be available if I was given to 
understand that my professional integrity 
was in question; I was never approached 
directly or indirectly, personally or other- 
wise, for comment on this matter. The 
first intimation I had ftom anyone that 
there was anything in this connection to 
discuss was when I received a copy of 
the September 1950 issue of Astrology 
News through the mail directly from the 
publisher. For some reason that I have 
never been able to understand or bothered 
to investigate Omarr has me on (what he 
probably calls)’ his “complimentary list.” 

Can it be that this is merely a con- 
tinued expression of the esteem in which 
we were once held by Sydney before 
he became a public figure—a V. I. P.? 
The following letter will attest to the 
more likeable qualities and more tem- 
perate attitude in general of the real 
Sidney Kimmelman (Omarr) but—“Alas, 
poor Yorick!”

Dear Mr. Clancy: 

Although I haven’t written you 
before, as a practicing professional 
astrologian and numerologist, I had 
intended to. However, when I re- 
ported for active duty in the Air 
Corps in August, the large part of 
my practice and astrological inter- 
ests had to be dropped. 

First of all, let me say that in my 
opinion your publication, American 
Astrology, is doing more to forward 
the interest of astrology than any 
other on the market. You have gained 
my admiration through your straight- 
forward answers to astro-critics. 
Your sincere way of helping those 
with difficulties in their study of 
astrology is another thing of merit. 

Now, because of my military duty, 

I hadn’t been keeping up with cur- 

- rent issues of your magazine. How- 
ever, | happened to get hold of the 
November, 1944 issue and first 
turned to the Many THINGS depart- 
ment. 

You can imagine that I was sur- 
prised to find you in the midst of 
an astro- -political war. By the time 
you receive this letter and use it in 
your Many THINGS dept., the elec- 


tion will be over. But, for the reeord, 
let me say that once again I am “on 
your side.” As I understand it, you 
purchased and used an article which 
analyzed the horoscope of Governor 
Dewey. Because that analysis showed 
many favorable points in Mr. 
Dewey's character and ability, some 
of your readers wrote in calling you 
names; accusing you of “selling out” 
to a political party. 

A Mrs. L. S. of Chicago, Ill. 
wrote that “astrology does not fit in 
with telling the public how to vote.” 
A Mrs. A. T. J. of Raleigh, N. C., 
wrote that because of the Dewey 
article, she was going to stop buying 
your magazine, vote Democratic and 
discontinue her belief in astrology. 


I disagree with both ladies. 
Through the science of astrology, the 
character of men can be analyzed. 
The trend of coming conditions can 
be deducted. By the combination of 
the two, surely, as a public service, 
an astrological publication should 
ethically be enabled to print their 
findings; whether those findings be 
for one party or another. As long as 
the astrological reasons for state- 
ments are given, there is no reason 
to believe that a publication is “sell- 
ing out.” 

Once more, for the record, let me 
give my opinion, astrologically, on 
how the Nov. 7th (1944) presiden- 
tial election will come out. If you 
look back through American history, 
you will discover that every 20 years 
the president dies or is killed in 
office; or something unusual happens 
to him out of office. That 20-year 
period corresponds with the Jupiter- 
Saturn conjunction which takes place 
every 20 years. The last conjunction 
took place in 1940. Roosevelt was 
elected. Now, Roosevelt, astrolog- 
ically, is the marked man. He 1s 
under the influence of that 20-year 
cycle. IF HE LIVES, HE WILL 
BE ELECTED TO ANOTHER

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From the above it would appear that 
Sydney is much more competent and 
reliable as a Forecaster than he is as a 
Reporter — of News, astrological or 
otherwise. 

This latest exposé (which incidentally 
does little credit to the writer of that 


. 1944 letter) has reference to an exchange 


of ideas between the Editor of True 
Astrology Magazine and a reader thereof, 
published in the midsummer edition of 
the magazine, relative to the cover of 
American Astrology Magazine. It seems 
that their correspondent I.. S. G. took 
a rather dim view of our American 
Astrology cover and wrote to True As- 
trology Magazine for comfort. This was 
not an altogether rational course of action 
on the assumption that L. S. G. really 
desired an explanation of the discrepancy 
she mentioned.

Editor — TRUE ASTROLOGY 

Further comment by the Editor of 
American Astrology Magazine 

L. S. G. seems to have her zodiacs 
scrambled or possibly she is not aware of 
the fact that there is more than one. As 
a matter of fact, there are several, all of 
course adaptations (to various circles of 
reference) of the original zodiac of the 
constellations. 

The story goes that the ancients divided 
the zodiac into twelve equal parts by 
allowing water to fall drop by drop from 
a vessel with a small hole in the: bottom 
into another vessel set beneath to receive 
it, beginning at the moment when a star 
appeared on the horizon and continuing 
until it appeared the next night when it 
would have performed a complete revolu- 
tion of the Heavens. The water that had 
thus accumulated was divided into twelve 
equal parts. Having then prepared twelve 
other small vessels they again poured the 
twelve parts together into the upper vessel 
and observing the rise of some star at 
that moment they allowed the water to 
commence dripping into the smaller ves- 
sel.* As soon as the smaller vessel was 
full and thus was known to contain one- 
twelfth of the water first measured, they 
took notice of what star was rising as 





For this reason the Greeks, instead of asking what 
o’clock is, would say, ‘What star is passing?” 
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they set an empty vessel in place of the 
full one. They continued this process 
throughout the year until all the vessels 
were filled. Thus the zodiac was divided 
into twelve equal portions corresponding 
to the twelve months of the year com- 
mencing at the Vernal Equinox. The 
stars within each portion were accepted 
as the visible representatives of the month 
they appeared. They were called constel- 
lations and assigned to the various months 
according to the position of the Vernal 
Equinox at that time. 

The time and place where this corre- 
spondence, was established belongs in 
another chapter. At this point. we are 
only concerned with the fact that the 
constellations were originally measured 
in equatorial arcs or intervals of Sidereal 
Time. The Sidereal Time at any moment 
being the time that has elapsed since the 
last meridian passage of the Vernal Equi- 
nox, the constellations were quite natur- 
ally measured in Right Ascension @n 
were given an order of precedence ac- 
cording to their positions relative to the 
Vernal Equinox. That star, the rising of 
which most closely coincided with the 
Vernal Equinox, was accepted as being 
approximately at the western boundary 
of the first constellation, the beginning 
of the Sidereal Zodiac. 

At various periods in World History 
various constellations have had the dis- 
tinction of being First in this order. It is 
generally agreed that at the time of the 
building of the Great Pyramid the Vernal 
Equinox was at the beginning of the 
constellation Taurus. This must have been 
about 2500 B.C. Later in the 2nd cen- 
tury B.C. Hipparchus, the Greek Astron- 
omer, noted its position near the begin- 
ning of the constellation Aries. At the 
same time he conceived the idea of 
adapting the Fixed Zodiac of the Con- 
stellations to the requirements of the 
Solar Cycle of 12 months by projecting 
the constellations to the plane of the 
earth’s orbit and calling the twelve seg- 
ments thereof signs of the zodiac, deriv- 
ing their names from the constellations 
having the same time sequence with 
reference to the Vernal Equinox. Thus 
he identified the Sidereal Cycle (25,797.9 
years) during which the Vernal Equinox 
traversed the twelve constellations with 
the apparent annual transit of the Sun 
through the constellations. 

Quite naturally the Zodiac of Signs 


became arcs on the apparent path of the 
sun throughout the year, i.e., of the eclip-} 
tic. We will not here'dwell on the logie® 
or lack of it involved in this application” 
of the Sidereal Zodiac to the Solar Cycle: 
but we are inclined to accept it as follow- 
ing logically as a philosophical conclusion 
from the original premises. . 

However that may be, it may be readily 
seen that any attempt to tie the zodiac 
unalterably to the ecliptic is to miss the 
point entirely and certainly for the pur- 
pose of geographic astrology the ecliptic 
can serve no useful purpose whatever, 
We are here concerned solely with the 
Right Ascension and Declination of the 
Sun, Moon and planets, not their ecliptic 
longitude. The allocation of the zodiac to 
various geographical areas can only be 
with reference to meridians of longitude 
(arcs in Right Ascension) and parallels 
of latitude (declination) ; in other words 
our Circle of Reference must be the 
Equator. Therefore the circumference of 
the circle on the cover of American 
Astrology Magazine is properly an exten- 
sion of the equator, the latter appearing 
as the smaller circle part way to the 
poles and thus both the Right Ascension 
and declination can be illustrated with an 
approximate accuracy sufficient for this 
purpose. The land areas corresponding 
to each constellation or sign can be easily 
seen. Likewise the positions of the planets 
are correctly placed -in terms of their 
Right Ascension and declination.

Get settled in jobs, relationships, areas, or a stable pattern of life that seems to 
guarantee you the maximum amount of security over the next decade. 

Put experience, education or knowledge of human values, public wants to work 
in promoting business endeavors, directing community efforts. 

Add to deep-rootedness by accumulating the possessions and assuming the personal 
responsibilities that can tie you down happily, contentedly. 

orrect attitudes, habits or behavior patterns set up in the “forties” which made 

for insecurity, dissatisfaction, and perpetual change. 

Keep financial affairs in order, reserves on hand in order to take advantage of 
the increasing opportunities to invest in a more substantial life in the future. 

Make ambitions, ideals, and efforts fit in with social or ethical mores in a workable 
fashion or through accepted channels, associations. 
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with the assumption of increasingly 
heavier job or family responsibilities, 
credit obligations (starting your own 
business, investing in a new home, etc.), 
getting settled in a new professional field, 
area, or community; or in a “life of your 
own” with mate, children. For others it 
may mark fuller capitalization of talents, 
specialized training, or business and pro- 
fessional experience, a boost in rank or 
the rendering of service to your commu- 
nity. Still others may have or had to get 
used to a more independent life, separa- 
tions from loved ones, the discovery .of 
new interests, relationships, or activities 
to replace (as best you can) those denied. 
For some there may even be some adjust- 
ment to age and health factors that de- 
mand transfer of ambitions to the per- 
sonal plane. Many times, several of these 
possible security-adjustments occur one 
after the other to those experiencing this 
Saturn transit. 

As your birth year opens it may look 
as if you are finished with many of the 
adjustment problems of the last two years 
—the duties, the delays, the liabilities or 
debts. It may be risky to proceed on that 
assumption because within the month (by 
January 17th) you can find yourself 
being pushed back into the restrictive job, 
economy, or personal pattern to which 
you’ve become accustomed since 1949. 

Frequently the retrogression of Saturn 
(January 17th it goes retrograde, enters 
your tenth March 7th, goes direct in late 
May, back into the eleventh on August 
13th) is connected with a lengthy waiting 
period. The gradual squeeze now may 
affect daily labors by holding up ex- 
pected advancements, stabilizing wages 
(or sapping the good from increases by 
having to pay heavy taxes, meet rising 
costs of living, divert funds to depen- 
dents, or tide yourself over seasonal lay- 
offs, slack periods). Many at this time 
naturally may be called into regimental 
fields—the armed services, government 
work, special civilian posts—or find them- 
selves “frozen’’ in essential jobs. Pro- 
fessional people may be required to de- 
vote more time to giving or getting spe- 
cialized training or, due to decreases in 
their sphere, handle a heavier portion ot 
the work load. Business people, on the 
other hand, may notice this especially as 
being a time when profits or credit are 
tied up, when expansions or pending 
deals are held up and when overhead, 


salaries, and taxes: eat into their assets 
more than had been anticipated. Too, 
there may be supply, production, or per- 
sonnel problems that keep you up to your 
ears in red tape till conditions ease up 
again. 

Homemakers may feel the brunt of this 
through new credit restrictions that can 
limit purchases or demand quicker, higher 
payments (and interest, taxes). Since 
tightened credit controls are almost a 
certainty even as this is being written, 
it’s possible that at this time some might 
try to beat deadlines by buying or stock- 
ing up in advance. To an optimistic soul 
such as you this may seem the answer 
around your birthday, but you may feel 
the pinch of having to meet overly heavy 
payments or pay bills when reserves are 
low, as you get further into 1951, espe- 
cially from March 7th on through Aug- 
ust-September. Think twice before you 
sink everything into big purchases, espe- 
cially where income could fluctuate, cal- 
culated expenses rise drastically, or re- 
serves be exhausted. You can end up a 
loser if you try for too much too fast. 
Apply this to business affairs, invest- 
ments, backing, loans or speculations if 
you are warming up to take a flyer now. 

In personal affairs, Saturn’s re-entry 
into Virgo may mark a turning point, 
make final decisions relative to partners, 
dependents. To those newlywed (or in 
quarters of their own), it may mean the 
usual adjustments, higher expenses, per- 
haps problems over a growing family 
unit, rent, mortgage payments, household 
expansions. For those who have separa- 
tions, divorces or other partings sched- 
uled (or expected), this can be the 
terminal period before things become 
final or in which they’re getting used to 
a more solitary existence. To others, it 
may bring continued or repeated prob- 
lems of “getting along” financially, emo- 
tionally; necessary separations from 
loved ones (through marriage, travel, 
seeing children off into lives of their 
own); and the need or desire to work 
harder, secure more money, stability for 
themselves and their families. Sagittarian 
housewives, especially, may take on a 
bigger work-load both in and out of the 
home (job, community, service)—even 
re-entering employment fields in which 
they were active before. 

Health problems are another important

ence of Saturn can be externalized; this, 
especially if you’ve had more than your 
share of medical and dental ills since 
mid-1949. More than evei, keep pro- 
tected with insurance, hospitalization 
(especially in late winter-spring) and 
keep up treatments, remedial p:ograms 
already begun or needed. Special tonics, 
rests (a layoff if advised), care after 
operations, births, and extra vacations or 


changes of scene will speed recuperation . 


and alleviate any depressed feelings. In 
fact, special care from December through 
March can work wonders even in serious 
cases. 

Saturn’s transit of your Solar Eleventh 
(even though it first precedes the former 
transit, due to its retrogression into the 
10th) is a follow-up, a consolidation of 
all that has gone before—especially since 
1949. Its usual-effect is to further develop 
the relationships, increase the responsi- 
bilities undertaken before. Marriage, 
child-rearing, busying yourself maintain- 
ing the household and slowly acquiring 
goods of the world, fitting into the com- 
munity as a solid citizen are the usual 
addendums to be expected now. If you’ve 
already been through this mill, you may 
want to further develop and expand your 
influence in business, profession, or the 
community. Especially if you’ve been 
building up toward this point for many 
years (perhaps as far back as the late 
twenties or early thirties), it may mark 
a high point in accumulating and enjoy- 
ing the security and prestige for which 
you've labored. Perhaps now you can 
afford to think of letting the good things 
drift in to you and of renewing inter- 
ests through greater social activity, par- 
ticipation in private pursuits, organiza- 
tional activities or avocations. 

The inexperienced or the individuals 
whose record is marred with follies and 
unlucky breaks do run some risks here. 

ou must be careful that you don’t over- 
reach yourself on the first lap of this 





transit (November 20th-March 7th par- 
ticularly). Try not to take on responsi- 
bilities that experience or funds on hand 
decree as being beyond your capabilities 
(jobs for which you’re not suited, finan- 
cial obligations for which you're not 
ready, all-out gambles buying heavily on 
credit, speculations, ill-advised business 
investments or expansions). Any of these 
—or others bearing an overall similarity 
—can set you back twofold, one by the 
loss of whatever security or funds you 
have accumulated and, two, by bringing 
you down a peg in your own and others’ 
estimation. This is a potent possibility; 
you see, because Saturn (that old auditor, 
debt-collector and paymaster) will be 
back in your Tenth from March 7th 
through mid-August! 

All Sagittarians can feel this double- 
house transit to some extent. Those born 
after December 15th may feel that of 
Saturn in Tenth the most, those born 
from November 23rd on may feel that of 
Saturn in the Eleventh the most. Sagit- 
tarians born in 1878, 1883, 1899 or 1907 
especially may have to get themselves ad- 
justed to changing relationships, security 
factors for this. The biggest shifts (in 
viewpoint, location, career turns, intimate 
ties) may occur for persons born in 
1914, 1920, 1928 or 1937 since by nature 
they may know best how to make the 
most of what’s offered now. The security 
entrenchments of Saturn in the Eleventh 
may be most evident to individuals born 
in 1392, 1921-22, 1930 or 1938—this year 
may mark a production and financial peak 
for them! 

Uranus 

The growing need to feel secure and 
stable is accented too, this year, by 
Uranus’ continued transit of your Solar 
Eighth House. At its best it can indicate 
a total or partial fulfillment of these 
needs through joining with partners in 
a sincere attempt to accumulate the pos- 
sessions, the interest-paying responsibili- 
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ties (family obligations, home ownership, 
building up a backlog of funds, bonds 
in the bank). Likewise, there can be 
greater interest in providing for your old 
age, in taking out heavier life and health 
insurance, investing in pension plans, an- 
nuities or special savings plans. Making 
arrangements for wills, trust funds, allot- 
ments or outright settlements or gifts to 
others may also.come up now especially 
if age, income or other factors seem to 
point toward the wisdom of such moves. 
Other Sagittarians can be on the receiv- 
ing end of such benefits—perhaps being 
able to collect inheritances or make use 
of trust funds, endowments; this, espe- 
cially if you’ve been waiting for legal 
developments or decisions about this for 
a year or more. If-there has been inter- 
family friction over inheritances, divorce 
settlements, alimony, possession of chil- 


dren, property or joint assets the next — 


12 months can bring final decisions rela- 
tive to these—especially while Saturn is 
back in your Solar Tenth. In business, 
questions involving partnership rights, 
ownership, copyrights, commissions or 
profits may need straightening out, even 
legal clarification if all else fails! Be 
sure that you’ve surveyed all angles of 
potential profit and loss, that you’ve read 
the fine print or hidden clauses in con- 
tracts, legal agreements or business ar- 
rangements before you sign any impor- 
tant commitments this year. It will pay 
you to invest in legal or other specialized 
services (searches, audits, examinations, 
appraisals or even trials) if money and 
ownership moves or questions are a big 
thing on your next year’s agenda. 

So far as personal affairs are con- 
cerned, Uranus in the Eighth may con- 
tinue to require psychological adjustments 
in your attitude toward partners, chil- 
dren, or, perhaps, general sexual, emo- 
tional, marital reactions (especially those 
engendered by the disturbing Uranus 
transit of the 7th House from 1942-49). 
In order to make relationships su€ceed 
many of the ideas, fears or habits culti- 
vated in that time may have to be reap- 
praised, even tossed out the window. 
Traits which may need correction include 
excessive emotional and financial inde- 
pendence, instability, irresponsibility, and 
lack of cooperation in making adjust- 
ments. This can apply as easily to a 
partner as to yourself but, even so, the 
correction or disposal of cases of roman- 


tic or marital inharmonies may be largely 
up to you. 


Where oldtime emotional outlets are. 


blocked or circumstances have terminated 
bonds, seemingly leaving you bereft of 
much companionship, Uranus can gradu- 
ally interest you in more abstract things— 
philosophy, sociology, religion, occultism, 
metaphysics, spiritualism. This is fine if 
you can still keep in touch with reality, 
still appreciate people. Otherwise it’s 
dangerous to psychological balance and 
may go hand in hand with other sorts of 
fantasy-withdrawal, deleterious habits or 
neurotic flight from reality. Sagittarians 
born 1905-8, particularly, have to be 
careful that they’re not letting new beliefs 
or associations carry them too far from 
the main current of conventionality or 
reality. 

If you were born between December 
Ist and 7th you may feel this transit 
more strongly (through events rather 
than general reactions) this coming year. 
New associations, relationships, changing 
attitudes toward material things are likely 
for those born 1885-87, 1906-8 or 1929- 
31. Financially, it offers the best pros- 
pects to persons born in 1894, 1906, 1918 
or 1930. As a group, any Sagittarian 
born after 1913 (particularly from 
1920-25) can find his life changed by 
his emotional reactions to the people and 
events conditioned by the tide of world 
affairs. 

Neptune 

The social and emotional strivings of 
Neptune in your Solar Eleventh (since 
1942) can be brought down to earth, 
materialized as it were, by the growing 
Saturn emphasis in this House in the 
next twelve months. 

Considered in conjunction with the 
Saturn transit, it may gradually incline 
you toward a more active, personal par- 
ticipation in family and community af- 
fairs, more sustained interest in your 
children and in relating the ideals of 
Neptune to your everyday life. In the 
latter connection, you may be getting 
greater chances to “practice’ what you 
preach” . . . to strive toward social and 
racial equality, political reforms, elimi- 
nation of poverty, vice, injustices. These 
can be worked toward educational progress 
or pursuit of other social and humanita- 
rian themes through daily activities, rela- 
tionships and responsibilities. You may 




















be called on to join (even head) clubs, 
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organizations, or drives with one of these 
purposes in mind or to turn talents 
toward advancement of such goals. 

In addition, you can find that unusual 
hobbies, avocations, or latent talents 
along artistic or inspirational lines can 
be developed and utilized for private, 
even professional, profit! For some, this 
may correspond to new honors in spe- 
cialized educational or professional 
spheres, especially the chance to capitalize 
on training or work done from 1942 on. 
New business connections at this time 
also may be bound up with people or 
commodities of an unordinary nature or 
slanted toward that type of public con- 
sumption. If experience, capital and 
know-how can back you up in these en- 
deavors, you stand to-get the best from 
the intangible promises of Neptune. But, 
again, it’s reemphasized now that it is 
very risky to dabble in investments with 
which you are a novice (or an old hand 
at packing failing enterprises) and for 
which you don’t have time and money 
to tide you over the “slow periods.” Even 
more vital here is the importance of not 
over-extending credit, pledging, prom- 
ising or gambling everything in hopes of 
an over-night change of luck. Saturn 
follows up this Neptune transit and is 
harsh with those who overstep the 
bounds of common sense and, knowingly 
or unknowingly, of integrity. 

Continue to evaluate friendships 
(friendships, romances, social and organ- 
izational hookups) on the basis of 
whether these truly represent professed 
ideals, Neptune has a way of involving 
you in questionable associations that often 
run counter to the dictates of your own 
heart, perhaps to the social conventions. 
Eventually (with Saturn now in the pic- 
ture) you may have to “pay for” non- 
conformity in loss of face or pride in 
yourself. “To thine ownself be true’— 
make this your standard and the judg- 
ments of Saturn can be welcomed ! 

Sagittarians born from December 8th 
to 15th may react more strongly than 
others to the Neptunian promptings this 
year. Financially, it can mean the most 
to those born 1886, 1898, 1910 or 1922. 
If you were born between 1908-11 you 
can find relationship problems most try- 
ing,. unusual (maybe risky) connections 
featured, values questioned. If you were 
born between 1924-32 the latter may also 


be true. The more somber side of this 


transit may be felt by persons born in 
1893, 1922-23, 1886-88 or 1909.

especially if you’ve had this on your mind 
since the summer of 1950, March, 1951 
is the time when this influence is strong- 
est. In personal life, it may tend to focus 
interest on internals, speculations, psy- 
chological adjustments to new relation- 
ships, children, environmental conditions, 
You must be careful that you don’t let 
yourself get all wound up in private 
imaginings or cloister yourself with pet 
hobbies, studies or work to the point 
where you become nervous and depressed 
(particularly from December through 
March).

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Tue end of September saw the pass- 
ing of a great figure in the World, that 
of General Smuts. It would be wrong, 
in a series such as this, not to mention 
this extraordinary man, even though, 
most unhappily, we have not his hour of 
birth. He was born on May 24, 1870, in 
Cape Colony. 

His career will be familiar to my 
readers; how he studied law at Cam- 
bridge University, fought the British in 
the Boer War with singular daring and 
success, and then became a staunch and 
honoured supporter of the British Com- 
monwealth of Nations — a term which 
he himself, I believe, invented. 

His physical appearance suggests 
Sagittarius as an ascendant, as do also 
his profession of the law, his philosoph- 
ical interests, his many travels, his asso- 
ciation with universities, and his enduring 
physical and intellectual activity. 

In that case Saturn was rising, trine 
Neptune but with a square to the Moon, 
Other parts of the chart are indeed strik- 
ing, not least an exact conjunction of 


this amply indicates his military prowess. 
The Sun is in close conjunction with 
Jupiter, in Gemini, and these have the 
sextile of the Moon but are in semi- 
square to Uranus. 

His political opponents called him 
“slim” (crafty) and Venus is conjunc- 
tion Neptune in Aries, with an exact 
sextile to Mercury in Gemini. This latter 
planet is retrograde — sufficient evidence 
that retrogradation is no affliction in natal 
astrology, whatever significance it may 
have in horary work.

He was unquestionably the greatest 
man as yet produced by South Africa, 
in fact probably ’the only South African 
as yet deserving of such a title. Cer- 
tainly those who now hold power in 
that country are far from possessing his 
breadth of outlook and vision. 

It is a curious commentary on his 
relations with Great Britain that his 
Uranus was in Cancer 19:24, whilst in 
the United Kingdom horoscope the Moon 
is in Cancer 19:29. Here we have a good 
example of the complete and dramatic 
change of attitude that Uranus loves. But 
to the more bigoted Boers it may have 
seemed a bewildering betrayal. 

Another “Coincidence” 
. General George C. Marshall and Louis 
A. Johnson were born respectively De- 
cember 31, 1880, and January 10, 1891. 
Both had Sun conjunction Moon in 
Capricorn. General Marshall has a grand 
trine of the Luminaries with Uranus in 
Virgo and Neptune in Taurus, but they 
were also in square to Jupiter in Aries. 
This last his antagonists may interpret 
as wasteful expenditure; but Marshall 
Aid has at least brought a large measure 
of stability to Western Europe and given 
help and hope to millions. 
Korea 

The sudden collapse of North Korean 
resistance, at least south of the 38th 
parallel, followed quickly on the eclipses 
of September, which, as I observed in 
the issue of American Astrology for that 
month, had some highly satisfactory 
features, 

However, hardly had the public rejoic- 
ings at these victories got under way 
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than it began to be generally realized 
how manifold were the problems and dif- 
ficulties lying ahead in order to retain the 
advantages gained and prevent Far East- 
ern affairs from drifting back into as 
bad a condition as ever. The difficulty 
seems to be just this, how to find anti- 
communist governments in these coun- 
tries that are really worth supporting 
and indeed which an honest democrat can 
support with any genuine enthusiasm and 
inner satisfaction. 

Readers will recall that I viewed the 
November lunations with some appre- 
hension. 

Passing now to the December new 
moon : 








NEW MOON

Washington, D.C. 

Obviously the point to dislike in this 

map is the nearness of Pluto to the mid- 
heaven — 22’ is too close to be agreeable. 

But the lunation itself falls near Venus, 
and is sextile Neptune and trine Pluto; 
it also falls well in the U.S.A. chart. 
The only really bad aspect is the opposi- 
tion of Mercury to Uranus, 2nd to 8th, 
and Jupiter does to some extent “medi- 
ate” this stress. Moreover, he is in the 
4th, angular, and in his own sign. 

On the whole it seems fair to dub this 
a favorable horoscope. 

At Moscow Jupiter is not very far 
from the ascendant and Venus is in the 
10th, so that it is quite possible that the 
more affable attitude of the Russian 
representatives at UNO and elsewhere 
may be maintained. Indeed it may in- 
crease for awhile; it will be remembered 
that both benefics were in Aquarius, 








Russia’s sign, at the vernal equinox, and 
it has been said that figures of this 
class tend to gather power as they go and 
display their maximum strength as they 
come to the close of their term. 

It has doubtless dawned upon the 
Soviet intelligence that their toughness 
has only evoked a like response, and a 
very strong one, from the Western world, 
and they may now, for a time, try an- 
other tune, for what this may be worth. 

Thus, a slower tempo may be at hand. 

After all, the Sun square Mars direc- 
tions that occurred (strangely enough) 
in both the American and British maps 
within a very few months of one another 
are now on the wane. 

I see that influential American journals 
are now talking of 1952 as the critical 
year; this is what astrologers have been 
saying for a long time past. But as to 
the exact nature of the crisis, whether 
it will be purely or mainly economic, 
or both economic and military, I prefer 
to withhold judgment until the time is 
rather nearer. I have never been in favor 
of very long-range forecasting; I do not 
think it is feasible, for one thing, and, 
for another less scientific reason, I believe 
that it serves no useful purpose to worry 
oneself about the distant future. I know 
some astrologers have produced remark- 
ably accurate long-distance predictions. 
But I believe that a close examination 
of the records would usually show that 
they have also made some pretty bad 
misses ! 

This lunation is not so good for Bri- 
tain, for at London, Mercury, exactly 
rising, is opposed by Uranus, which looks 
like sharp disagreements in policy with 
the United States, as well as strikes and 
discontents, especially, one would expect, 
amongst those engaged in_ transport. 
Some very ticklish situations will arise. 

At Berlin, too, Mars is rather uncom- 
fortably near the ascendant, but hardly 
close enough, I suggest, to produce any- 
thing definitely dangerous. He is, how- 
ever, in Capricorn 25, and this area and 

its opposite had a very important value 
in the old German horoscopes. The 1939 
war started with Mars in 24:40 Capri- 
corn. Sometimes these old maps seem to 
live on after they should logically be 
regarded as dead and done with. 

We may expect, therefore, some sort 
of a crisis, probably of a secondary char- 
acter, in Berlin before Christmas, 
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Dr. Adenauer’s map has some inter- 
esting features. He was born at Cologne, 
at 10:30 a.m., local mean time, January 5, 
1876, M.C, 22:30 Sagittarius, Asc. 11 
Pisces. 

At the present time Mars is very 
prominent by direction, which seems to 
refer to the widely-debated question of 
Germay rearmament. Mars is trine radical 
Sun, but Sun is semisquare radical Mars. 
The regressive Sun is leaving the opposi- 
tion of Neptune and the square of Mars. 
He has Sun trine progressed Jupiter in 
1953. 

Mars rises in his horoscope, but it is 
trine Jupiter and sextile Mercury. The 
midheaven (assuming the time to be cor- 
rect) goes from square Mars to sextile 
Saturn. 

In a man of his age it would be un- 
wise to pay too much attention to the 
chart and its progressions; but the sug- 
gestion seems to be that a very difficult 
period is in process of passing away for 
a time, at least.

It will be seen that the Sun is square , 


Saturn, now established for a time in 
Libra, sextile Jupiter, and in wide opposi- 
tion to Uranus, a mixed lot. 

On-the face of it, one would say that 
this is a fairly satisfactory horoscope, 
except that the winter may well be a hard 
one in those parts of the globe that are 
liable to severe cold. 





-The worst: point seems to be that ahe 
Moon is only 45’ from the U.S.A. 
Uranus, and, being angular, it betokens 
quite sudden and unexpected disagree- 
ments with allies; and this is stressed 
by Venus, ruling 11th in opposition to 

ranus, whilst Neptune, in 11th, squares 
Mercury ruler 7th. This ties up’ with 
the British lunation-horoscope. However, 
neither Mars nor Pluto shows any afflic- 
tion, but the reverse, except that the 
latter is in parallel to Mercury and 
Uranus. 

At Berlin Jupiter is near the ascendant. 
This planet, endearingly known as’ the 
greater benefic, does not always live up 
to the name. Indeed, I have heard dis- 
appointed astrologers refer to him in 
much less complimentary terms after 
some eagerly awaited direction had failed 
to deliver the goods! It is true that, in 
certain circumstances, he can be impetu- 
ous and reckless to a degree not far from 
Martian. But in Pisces, and unafflicted, 
he should prove helpful to the Berliners. 

At Pekin, on the other hand, Saturn 
occupies the nadir, almost exactly. What 
does this signify? Russian attempts to 
tighten the tieup with the Kremlin? If so, 
they will be resisted. I regard it as idiotic 
to suppose that the Chinese will readily 
become mere satellites of Russia. At all 
events, this quarter will be an interesting 
one to watch so far as China is con- 
cerned. We are not alone in our troubles. 
Other countries get difficult maps too.

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For Britain this map is not good, for 
Mars is just above the ascendant in 
longitude, and, having south latitude, it 
is actually well in the 1st house. Forming 
as it does a grand trine with Moon and 
Saturn we may hope that the damage 
will be of a minor character. 

Thé last horoscope to consider under 
this month is that of the full moon. Such 
figures, as I have often said, are obvi- 
ously of only ephemeral interest unless 
there is something very significant about 
them. This one shows the luminaries in 
very close square to Saturn, and is not 
precisely the sort of map one wishes to 
see.in operation just before Christmas, 
except that it may indicate a genuine old- 
fashioned snowbound Noel in colder 
climates. Apart from that, it is a restric- 
tive figure and probably points to the 
effects of rising prices upon our pockets. 

Like all Cancer-Libra afflictive contacts 
it will be bad for China. The new gov- 
ernment in that country-appears to be 
getting down to business; but reliable and 
comprehensive accounts of what the over- 
all picture is like are not yet easy to 
obtain. To my mind the squares that will 
be formed between Uranus in Cancer and 
Saturn and Neptune in Libra must denote 
strong tensions between China and the 
Kremlin. One hears already that Stalin’s 
portrait is not as prominent as it was in 
Chinese processions. Such things, which 
would mean little or nothing in an adult 
democracy, have quite serious significance 
in the mental atmosphere encouraged by 
totalitarianism. 


Britain's Next Election 


Despite much talk, I fuestion whether 
this will eventuate before February, when 
a group of three planets (Venus, Mars, 
and Jupiter) in Pisces in the Labor 
Party’s 10th heuse may determine Atlee 
to seek another mandate. 

Nevertheless, there are some quite 
strong disruptive elements in the British 
maps for the end of 1950. As I write 
I am wondering how the lunation of 
October 11th (Uranus exactly setting at 
London) will operate. The opposition of 
Mars to Uranus on November 18th, is 
not good for Britain; and we have 
commented above on the December 9th 
lunation, as at London. 

Nevertheless it would ‘scarcely seem 
that these indicate an election so much 
as Foreign Office problems, 


The result of the next election is, 
it will hardly affect British foreign policy. 
Whatever the motives of their behavior 
may be, the effect of Communist maneu- 
vers has been to alienate all but the luna- 
tic fringe of the Labor Party. It is a case 
of “love rejected.” The point is the love 
ought never to have been proffered!

Review and Preview

Tue planetary pattern appears pretty 
well mixed in the month of December 
1950. Some dates seem to cancel out 
others. Favorable aspect-cycles and paral- 
lels fall around the Ist, 3rd, 6th (4 
aspects), 8th, 11th (2), 15th, 17th (2), 
19th, 27th (2), 29th and 30th. Unfavor- 
able dates are noted around the 4th (2), 
6th, 7th, 10th, 11th, 16th, 19th (2), 21st 
(2), 24th, 29th, and 30th. Jupiter is in 
the 135 degree angle to Neptune, meas- 
ured exactly by right ascension, on the 
6th, and continues in close orb up to 
3 degrees, all through the month. More 
often than not even this slightly unfavor- 
able contact between these two inflation- 
ary planets is found to be additionally 
inflationary, particularly when other ele- 
ments contribute, as they will do during 
this month. 

The most powerful aspect of this 
December is the very favorable oncom- 
ing trine of Jupiter and Uranus. They 
are in a 7 degree orb as the month begins, 
they close the orb to 2 degrees as the 
month expires, and they make the perfect 
trine on January 5, 1951. To know how 
important this trine can be, we had 
three of them during the buildup and 
climax of the 1946 bull market. The final 
trine of 1946 matured after the market 
had topped at its absolute high of $212.50 
on May 29th. This time the 1951 trine 
will be the third of our present series — 
we had the first one in April 1950 as 
the bull market was making steady prog- 
ress from the June 1949 lows. The sec- 
ond trine was in July-August just passed, 
as we witnessed that spectacular almost 
perpendicular rise from the July 13th 
bottom that followed the outbreak of the 
war in Korea. 


Whatever may be the power which we 
shall see with this final trine, this is the 
last one of the good aspects between the 
major planets until a complete bear se- 
quence of the heavy planet-cycles shall 
have run its course, through 1951-52, 
and probably into early 1953. This does 
not mean that the picture is all down- 
hill, all the time in this next episode. No 
market is always all down, or always 
all up. The experienced trader will al- 
ways expect to see intermediate rallies 
and fluctuations, in the major over-all 
trend. 

The new Moon of December 9th sug- 
gests mixed tendencies. It falls in the 
second house of the chart erected for 
Washington, in sextile to the inflationary 
Neptune in the llth — the house of 
Congress. Jupiter is angular in the 4th 
house of this chart. Further inflationary 
processes are suggested by these items. 
The Winter Solstice on December 22nd, 
as the Sun enters Capricorn, shows 
Saturn in the 10th house of the Wash- 
ington chart, as the center of a T-square 
with the Sun in the Ist house, and Uranus 
in the 8th. This is followed by the Full 
Moon oni the 24th. This repeats the house 
cusps, within 4 to 5 degrees} of the 
Solstice chart, and this time the power- 
fully angular Saturn in the 10th domi- 
nates a T-square of the Sun in the Ist, 
and the .Moon now in the 7th house of 
the Full Moon chart. December feels 
restless, uncertain. There is no firm posi- 
tion for the party in power — and pray 
God that our leaders shall have wisdom 
for the problems of the day. There is a 
strong Neptunian feeling, a sense of con- 
fusion, uncertainty, inflationary foun- 
dation. 
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Here are some dates in December that 
suggest possible turning points, breath- 
ing spells in the pace of the month. 
Around the 9th, when the Moon is at 
maximum declination South, and around 
the 23rd when Moon is maximum North. 
Our most recent illustration is around 
October 3rd, as Moon completed its 
maximum North at 5:24 AM, EST. The 
market goes by surges and then a reac- 
tion or a rest. Such is human life. For 
four trading days previous, climaxing 
on October 2nd, the market registered 
ee. It closed the 2nd with Dow-Jones 
ndustrials at $228.94, the highest closing 
figure, according to the Wall Street 
Journal, since September 20, 1930. Rails 
roared up to $70.08 on this day, and 
Utilities made a new recovery top of 
$40.81. Volume was strong, and up for 
the day, with 2,2000,000 shares traded. It 
was a grand day for the Bulls, with 91 
new highs, and only one new low for 
the year. On the 3rd, the market started 
with an active opening, but could not 
hold against the profit-taking offerings. 
It ended down .05 for the Industrials, 
$1.06 loss for the rails, and .12 for the 
Utilities. A typical turning-point breath- 
ing spell. Since then it has finished the 
week with no average loss, and Indus- 
trials at a historic high again, $231.81 
closing averages. 

There may be a minor turning point 
around the 23rd, when Mercury is sta- 
tionary, turning retrograde. Around the 
17th should be mildly favorable, with 
Venus at its maximum declination South. 
Yet, in contrast, around the 15th-16th 
the Sun will be making the square to the 
Moon’s node. This could mark a crisis 
date, not necessarily in the world of busi- 
ness or finance, but in some world event, 
or natural event, that could (or could 
not) affect the market. In recent illustra- 
tions, the invasion of South Korea was 
launched as the Sun squared the Node, 
last June, and we had the drastic decline 
in the market averages up to July 13th. 
The cycle repeats four times a year, 
each time around three months. The next 
contact was in September, with Sun con- 
junct the Node. Within the week our 
United States Marines landed at the port 
of Inchon, and launched the second front 
to take Seoul, all in magnificent team- 
work with our Navy and Army and Air 
Corps, and all United Nations forces. 
This came with the September eclipses,

mentioned in this column for that month, 

Such a series of sledgehammer blows 
changed the picture of the war below the 
38th parallel. The market responded im- 
mediately, on the upside. Now another 
quarter of the Sun Moon-Node cycle 
comes in December, One cannot say in 
advance WHAT may happen — it does 
not always mean war, or extra strife. 
But around these four dates each year 
one should not be surprised at anything 
that might happen, in mundane affairs, 

With the turn in Korea, and*the infla- 
tionary impact of our war preparations 
and financing, we have seen upside moves 
on the market averages. Of course, there 
is great selectivity. The “war stocks” 
have shown some weakness, and “peace 
stocks” have rocketed back into favor, 
some with amazing gains. Something like 
watching a good football game, and see- 
ing some husky player get the ball and 
run the whole length of the field, weaving 
in and out against all opposition, and 
score a touchdown that changes the whole 
expectation of the game. Such it seems 
to be this last few weeks. The war 
accelerated inflationary spiral has taken 
hold in the public imagination. It is roar- 
ing through all opposition so far, like 
the ball player. The little day-to-day bear 
cycles in September and October to date 
seem to have no permanent — or even 
transient effect. The averages have surged 
to new highs, on strong volume. Sur- 
prising as the touchdown in the illustra- 
tion. This first week of October 1950 
closes with the Dow-Jones and other 
averages at historic highs that have not 
been seen since a whole generation of 
average to middle-age investors. (Too 
few who were active in the 1930-1931 
market are operating today. Time and 
the erosion of funds have whittled down 
the numbers. ) 

Now as another generation we seen 
encouraging new records being made. 
How much longer will this inflationary 
spiral operate? One must approach this 
study of planetary forces with humility— 
there is something above the human in 
the powers we investigate — it is easy 
to make mistakes — this writer is not 
infallible. All one can do is to appraise 
the possible future by the past. It could 
be that the momentum of a rip-roaring 
market will drive right through the dates 
we find in our ephemeris. But markets 
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It takes active bids to put them up, and 
keep them up. Unpredictable changes in 
public opinion and support can come 
overnight. A good illustration is Tuesday, 
September 26th, just passed. Associated 
Press reported that inflation warnings 
and dramatic American military successes 
in Korea had resulted in the sharpest 
stock market break since mid-July. Indus- 
trials lost $3.22 that day, Rails $1.93, 
and Utilities held their own with only 
04 decline. It is always satisfying to find 
that the ephemeris confirms the market 
move, and this day we had the Moon in 
a series of parallels, but the bear feature 
was the parailel to Saturn at 10:42 A.M., 
as the market was in its first hour, then 
the square to Uranus at 12:33 P.M. The 
other Venus, and Mercury and Neptune 
aspects that day softened the situation, 
the dispatch says the volume was not too 
urgent, and some stocks were very selec- 
tive with gains on the upside in spite of 
the averages. It is nearly always that 
way. But the point is that the whole struc- 
ture is on hair-trigger setting, and what 
goes up can come down, when the time 
comes. 

Unfavorable Moon-Saturn contacts are 
nearly lost in December, for routine busi- 
ness hours in the USA and Canada. 
Their conjunction is on Monday the 4th, 
early, followed by the square to Uranus 
at mid-afternoon. This could register. 
Watch it. Their square in Sunday the 
10th. The opposition is on the afternoon 
of Saturday the 16th. Venus square Sat- 
urn earlier that Saturday could register 
a temporary lull in the upside, but Venus 
sextile Jupiter the same day a few hours 
later offsets the Saturn picture. Another 
Moon-Saturn square on Sunday the 24th, 
the day before Christmas. Finally a con- 
junction on Sunday the 31st. 

The favorable Moon-Jupiter contacts 
show up a bit better. We might see some 
wastefulness and splurging (on market 
bids, too), with the opposition of Moon- 
Jupiter,on the Ist, although this matures 
at 4:51 P.M., after market hours. All 
times quoted are Eastern Standard Time, 
as given in the American Astrology 
Ephemeris aspectarian. You will find 
these same aspects and dates on page 69, 
of this copy of this magazine. The 6th 
is a strong day with Moon in Scorpio 
favorably translating the light in trine 
to Jupiter in Pisces, and then trine to 


Uranus in Cancer, The sextile comes 


early on Sunday the 10th. The con- 
junction-occultation comes on Thursday 
the 14th, at 8:23 A.M., followed by the 
parallel to Jupiter at 11:20 A.M., then 
the trine to Uranus that evening at 7:50 
P.M. This 14th seems one of the good 
days of this month, as good as they are 
this month for the general pattern of 
the heavy planets, to start something, buy 
a home (if you insist on buying one. in 
1950), or open a business, or get mar- 
ried, or have a housewarming, anything 
that is important that you want to 
prosper. The translation of light by the 
Moon from the conjunction of Jupiter 
to the.trine of Uranus is the fine influ- 
ence of the day. In a horary chart of 
your “start”, whatever it is, business, 
home, marriage, Jupiter will be the first 
to transit the Moon’s place, for a start 
begun before the Uranus trine, 7:50 
P.M., EST, and this is favorable for 
such a start. Other items, Venus will be 
square Saturn that day, Mars will be on 
the heels of Jupiter in transit — nothing 
is ever perfect, but as the month goes, 
this 14th is one of the choice days, accord- 
ing to the transits. The Sun and Moon 
will be past their new moon, Moon in- 
creasing in light, an expansive phase, 
always indicated for something you want 
to grow, and prosper. 

Moon makes the sextile to Jupiter on 
Tuesday the 19th, too early for the mar- 
ket hours. There is another trine on 
Sunday the 24th, tangled with that square 
Saturn again on this day before Christ- 
mas. The final opposition comes on Fri- 
day the 29th, too early for the market. 
But we do have the Moon in a beautiful 
trine the Sun that day, during market 
hours. The traditional year-end rally that 
we have grown to look for could be in 
progress under the aspect for that day. 
Sometimes these days before holidays are 
slow, and quiet, with New Year’s Day 
so close. Such’ is the planetary picture 
for December 1950. The strong under- 
lying trine of Jupiter-Uranus is ready to 
mature within five days of 1951. After 
all, 1950 has been a good year, in many 
ways. For 1951? We shall see!

Two Selves 
Dear Rose Campbell Starr: 

Your department is what I turn to first 
when I receive my American Astrology. 
In addition to your first-class knowledge 
of Astrology, you seem to have a com- 
plete understanding of the problems and 
trials of others, and offer them such 
sound and encouraging advice . , . I was 
$0 impressed. with the encouragement and 
wisdom you offered. We should. all be 
grateful to you for such words of 
wisdom. 

I, too, come to you for advice and en- 


couragement. Born on a farm nine miles 
west of (deletion), on Nov. 24, 1893, of 
a large family, I commenced the struggle 
for existence at an extremely early age. 1 
always had work, and finally landed an 
extremely good job in a railroad office, 
which I held onto tenaciously for 15 years 
with never a thought of giving up my 
precious economic security for marriage 
or anything else. Finally, however, I fell 
for the old line, and married a man born 
also in Minnesota very close to my home, 
May 22, 1891, and then began the REAL 
struggle for bread, as I had always feared 
it would. This man had lied to me about 
his financial condition. He told me his 
mother, who had passed away just shortly 
before we were married, had left him 
$15,000, when in truth it was only $1,500 
and he was badly in debt. I had insurance 
and savings that I had been able to put 
away by following a pretty rigid plan I 
had laid out for myself, in addition to 
assisting in the support of my folks. A 
woman, you know, can always make a de- 
cent living for herself until she hands her- 
self and her potentialities over to some 
lamebrain of a man and he begins sitting 
on her coattails—for that is just the way 
it has been, and I have been stymied at 
every turn. 


It was a most rude awakening for me 
after we were married and I found out 
how things were. I had burned my 
bridges behind me and couldn’t go back to 
my wonderful job—it was depression and 
there were no jobs. 1 hated the whole 
thing, believe me, but decided to make 
the best of a bad bargain, so bought our 
furniture, paid up his bad debts, and then 
set him up in business where he was do- 
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ing all right, but he was so lazy he turned 
everything over to the help, the while he 
sat on his cushioned chair dawdling with 
his pencil, trying to give the impression 
he was the power behind the throne, until 
he nearly went broke, and I, after losing 
two children, got into the business and 
got things going again, but practically 
knocked myself out with the long hours 
and hard work. He finally sold the busi- 
ness and we moved to California, where 
he refused to listen to me in regard to 
a way of life. He made some more bad 
moves, and I came to the rescue again and 
again, the last time securing a loan for 
him on my paid-up insurance, which he 
refused to pay back when he had the 
money, and remains unpaid to this day, 
after ten years. I managed to repay half 
of it myself, but the other half remains 
unpaid, and he goes on paying interest 
year after year and by now it has 
amounted to as much as the principle and 
more. All this financial assistance as these 
various crises came along, with never a 
word of thanks or appreciation, or a 
word about re-payment—he just reaches 
out and grabs everything as though it be- 
longed to him instead of to me. He has 
been in Real Estate for the past five 
years, but the last two have practically 
wiped us out, and there he sits, doing 
nothing and feeling sorry for himself. He 
has a good education in Business Admin- 
istration, and has had a world of ex- 
perience, but is a defeatist, is always on 
the other side of the fence, and as far as 
I can see is a complete failure. In these 
various businesses we have been in, he 
always hid out in the basement of an 
office and would push me out to do the 
work, manage the help and please the 
customers—always, oh yes, always telling 
me just how to do it. He has practically 
every book ever written on salesmanship 
—but all he needs is JUST ONE MORE 
BOOK—then he can make it. He refuses 
to work for anyone else because he will 
have to be told and take orders. To look 
at the man, one would just naturally say 
“There goes a man with plenty on the 
ball.” He is neat, intelligent-looking and 
good-looking, and some of my friends 
have remarked, “Oh, if I just had a man 
like that to come home to me at night.” 
Brother! He fools them too. 


I am so afraid if something doesn’t 
happen and quick, we will lose our home, 


and I am so weary and so tired of his 
alibis, failures, and the awful struggle. J 
have tried to find work for myself to 
which he is much opposed, but I try to 
impress upon him the fact that one of us 
should work, for this just can’t go on 
much longer. I am not too well; with the 
least effort, I suffer severe migraine 
headaches, and my age is against me for 
finding suitable work. However, I ex- 
pect it will have to be some kind of work, 
even housework. I have always had a 
great capacity for work, and believe me, 
have had every opportunity to use it 
since my marriage. This man of mine has 
always had some sort of a complex about 
work; seems he was ashamed to have

And he simply cannot make the 
simplest kind of a decision—always lean- 
ing on me.

ANSWER: Your husband’s happy-go- 
lucky, “let, George do it” attitude, which 
you describe, is evidenced by his Jupiter 
in Pisces, elevated in his tenth house in 
his solar chart, in square to his Mars and 
Neptune in Gemini, the latter conjunct 
his Gemini Sun, which squared his Saturn 
in Virgo in his fourth solar house. 
People with this position of Saturn, 
especially with Jupiter ruling the seventh 
in the tenth, present an entirely different 
personality to outsiders than they do to 
those in their family circle.

When 
his progressed Sun leaves Cancer to 
enter Leo in about three years, sextiling 
his natal Sun, he will enter into a period 
of change, which should be for the better. 





In fact, the prospects as evidenced by his 
progressed chart are unusually propitious. 

As to the contacts between your charts, 
your husband’s Moon is on, or in the sign 
of, your Uranus in Scorpio, which sign 
also holds your natal Mars.

ANSWER: Your rising Moon in 
Cancer opposed your seventh-house Sat- 
urn in Capricorn and both were in square 
to your Venus-Mercury-Sun in Libra. 
This would account, astrologically, for the 
“fear complex” you mention. The anti- 
dote for any Saturnine affliction is Jup- 
iter, therefore you should seek to develop 
more faith, optimism and confidence. 
Attending some Church, like Unity or 
Christian Science, has proven helpful to 
Cancerians who lacked this necessary at- 
tribute of faith. (I write of you as ,a 
“Cancerian” because you have Cancer 
rising on the Eastern Horizon at the time 
of your birth. Your natal Sun was in 
Libra, making you a solar Libran, but 





having the Moon rising-in Cancer makes 
you strongly Cancerian—a combination 
of Cancer-Libra. This makes you ex- 
tremely impressionable and sensitive to 
outside influences and stimuli.)

A Study 
Mother and Daughter 


W E have learned, in our studies of 
Comparison Horoscopes, the importance 
of getting the character and personality 
of each party clearly in mind before mak- 
ing deductions on the comparison be- 
tween each map. In the following charts 
of Mother and Daughter, the Sun in the 
sign of Capricorn is approximately in the 
same degree in both charts; also, Mer- 
cury is ruler of both rising signs, Virgo 
and Gemini respectively. Mercury in both 
horoscopes holds the key to the solution 
of their problem. 

The Sun in Capricorn gives an incen- 
tive to climb higher and higher in the 
struggle to achieve. Both mother and 
daughter have this strong desire equally. 
There is an inner urge for progress 
along the social line as well as spiritual 
advancement. They both have a tendency 
to exercise authority over others, which 
does not exclude each other. In such a 
case as this one, the mother would be 
helpful if she used tact and diplomacy 
in all her dealings with the daughter, 
thus avoiding ‘inner conflict. This fact 
proved true, for the two natures were 
too much alike for an interesting chal- 
lenge. 


The personalities, as indicated under 
the rising signs, bestow in both an intel- 
lectual factor. The mother (Virgo) has a 
logical mind and the capacity for detail, 
including many other points too numer- 
ous to mention in this short article. The 
tendency mentioned is just the reverse of

the daughter’s diversified interests in too 
many things (Gemini rising). 

The problem here is one that involves 
careful study and application. The mother 
must avoid giving her attention to too 
many little details in connection with her 
daughter’s behavior and personality char- 
acteristics, otherwise she will exaggerate 
the tendency to be more versatile and 
obstinate. Criticism and nagging should 
be checked, praise and confidence exer- 
cised. 


The astrologer should give much 
thought to the QUADRUPLICITIES in 
the charts, as they deal with the activity 
of the soul, and the influence of the Inner 
Self on the Outer Self and character. 

In both charts the emphasis is on the 
CARDINAL CROSS, indicating dif- 
ficulty in expression pertaining to activ- 
ities. Many malefic planets in these signs 
(Capricorn, Aries, Cancer, Libra) im- 
pede and cause obstacles which create 
frustration in many fields of action. It is 
here that understanding is required by 
the mother or teacher, in giving the 
proper discipline in work that develops 
patience and concentration in the child. 
Many planets in Cardinal Signs give the 
opportunity for correcting any problem, 
as the habits are not fixed and anger is 
quickly forgotten. 


The Fixed and Mutable signs are about . 


equal in strength, which does not add 
much assistance in controlling the 
situation.

The Moon in the daughter’s map in 
the sign of Leo is a signal for the mother 
to avoid being too dictatorial in her atti- 
tude towards her. It seems to be the gen- 
eral rule in astrology that mothers having 
children with the Moon placed in any sign 
should avoid reflecting that sign and so 
give the wrong impression of their true 
character. The child always seemed to re- 
sent her mother’s overbearing manner, 
which was a figment of her own imagina- 
tion. 

A good rule to follow in checking 
which parent has more influence over 
their child is to see whether Venus ard 
Saturn are found in masculine or fem- 
inine signs. If feminine signs, as in this 
chart of the daughter (for Venus and 
Saturn are in Capricorn) the mother has 
more influence. If these planets had been 
found in a masculine sign, the father 
would have had more influence over her. 
If Venus is found in a masculine sign 
and Saturn in a feminine sign, neither 
parent would have much influence. 

Significators of the Parents 

Slightly modifying the ancient rules, 
it may be said that tradition agrees that 
the Sun is the significator of Fatherhood, 
and the Moon the significator of Mother- 
hood, while Saturn in a given horoscope 
may represent the personal father of the 
native, and Venus, the personal mother. 
According to Alan Leo, the planets men- 
tioned are indicative of the father and 
mother as persons; and the Luminaries 
are indicative of heredity on the male or 
the female side.

In the chart of the daughter, the Sun 
is found in a feminine (or even-num- 
bered) sign, and the Moon is in a mascu- 
line (or odd-numbered) sign, indicating 
a character in which heredity does not 
play a strong part. This rule proved a 
fact for she did not have the appearance, 
characteristics or any little mannerism of 
either parent. 

In the Comparison Chart (or blue 
print) of the two personalities, the 
daughter’s chart is placed in the inner 
circle and the mother’s planets are placed 
in the outer wheel. Aries 0-degrees is al- 
ways taken as the starting point on these 
charts and appears on the Eastern Hori- 
zon. The individual horoscopic Ascendant 
and Mid-heaven, therefore, are adjusted 
to the signs and houses, so the actual 
Ascendant and Mid-heaven maay appear 
at any point on the circle. The aspects 
between the two charts are clearly 
defined. 

First important Aspect 

The first important aspect is the con- 
junction of the mother’s Mercury on the 
daughter’s Saturn, indicating a mental 
barrier between them. The mother would 
find difficulty in giving advice without be- 
ing misunderstood. It is here that she 
ought to consider making herself clear by 
finding some agreeable subject interesting 
to both that would bring out her point. 
Forcing issues and demanding obedience 
is the wrong approach. 

Mars and Saturn, by opposite aspect in 
the mother’s natal chart, form a conjunc- 
tion with Uranus in the daughter’s map.

This influence is strong and apt to de- 
velop into a violent hatred between them 
if it is not curbed, for the tendency in 
this configuration is to have the urge in 
each to try to outdo the other. This fact 
proved true as there was a continual bat- 
tle of words between the two. Through 
this planetary influence the mother could 
adjust situations by avoiding emotions of 
anger and inner feelings of frustration 
(but she didn’t!). 

To make matters worse, the daughter’s 
Mars forms a square aspect to Uranus in 
the mother’s chart. Unless controlled, an 
influence such as this gives explosive and 
violent eruptions. Drastic punishment 
under these circumstances would only 
give rise to the mother working off her 
own feelings of anger on the child. Noth- 
ing is moge destructive than this action. 

In turning the Comparison Chart 
around until the sign of Gemini is rising 
(as in the daughter’s map) the mother’s 
Neptune and Pluto fall in the first house 
and form a conjunction aspect with the 
daughter’s Jupiter, indicating indefinite 
interests between them while the daugh- 
ter is young, which could develop into a 
mutual understanding as she grew older. 

The mother’s Venus and Moon fall in 
the daughter’s seventh house, while Nep- 
tune, ruler of Mid-heaven Pisces, falls in 
the first house. This is a very interesting 
combination that had a tendency to hold 
them together in many cooperative ven- 
tures pertaining to public affairs. The 
mother was in constant fear (Neptune) 
of disgrace through her child’s indis- 





criminative activities and the difficult sit- 
uations she managed to get in. These 
problems became more heavy as the child 
grew older, consequently the mother was 
worried. She talked to her daughter about 
the dangers of promiscuous associations 
with boys and tried to avoid the danger 
of scandal by explaining the secrets of 
life pertaining to motherhood, etc., which 
only created a stronger determination in 
the child to investigate for herself, since 
she had never learned to respect her 
mother’s opinions. 

In turning the Comparison Chart 
around until the sign of Virgo is rising 
(as in the mother’s map) we find the 
daughter’s Neptune falls in the first house 
and Jupiter in Gemini Mid-heaven. Here, 
again, we notice the combination of 
mysterious Neptune in both charts. Mer- 
cury in the fifth house forms a conjunc- 
tion with Saturn in the daughter’s chart. 
Saturn and Mercury have a steadying 
effect, especially as these two people are 
Mercurial in nature. There is much to 
assist the mother, if she only realized it, 
by demonstrating her love for the girl 
(Sun and Venus conjunction in the same 
sign and in the fifth house, which has 
rule over love and affection). 

The Earth sign of Capricorn covers the 
fifth house in the Comparison Chart of 
the mother. This TRIPLICITY acts on 
the physical and material plane, conse- 
quently the instructions most helpful for 
the child would be more easily under- 
stood if they pertained to the demon- 
stration of love. It is necessary to teach 
this ‘child a freer expression of emotion, 
for she has only one planet in Cancer, a 
water sign. She is very cool and intel- 
lectually collected. Through love and 
kindness she would lose all her assumed 
independence and become a_ devoted 
daughter. This fact is indicated in the 
horoscope and can be checked by an alert 
astrologer. 

When the daughter reached sixteen 
years of age she married and had her 
baby She is now a lovely little mother 
and a good wife to her sailor husband. 
She joined her husband’s church, in the 
beautiful ceremonies of which she finds 
all the mystery and inspiration her heart 
desires.
